Isaac Moffett, who gets the First Internal. 
Revenue Collection Districts in New-Jersey, is 
said to owe his appointment chiefly to ex-Sen- 
ator Sewell. 

John J. Hutchinson, who is appointed Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue in Connecticut, was 
picked out by Senators Hawley and Platt to be 
the successor of Collecter Weg 

The appointment of Elihu A. White to be Col- 
lector of Internal Revenuein Eastern North 
Carolina is regarded asa remarkabie one, in 
that White was a;constant supporter of Har- 
rison at Chicago, a fact that had come to be 
looked upon in: North Carolina and Virginia as 
not calculated to enlist the favorable concern of 
the President. White 1s spoken of with ap- 

roval by the men who have shown the most 
rritation over what they regarded as a disposi- 
tion to reinstate the ola “Sherman ganz.” 


Mr. Chauncey M. Depew reached this city 
from New-York this afternoon and was quickly 
driven to the Arlington Hotel. He had no difii- 


culty in securing a choice room, although he 
neglected to write his name in the hotel regis- 
ter. No one came to see the genial New- Yorker, 
and he remained only a short time in 
his room. Leaving the hotel, Mr. Depew 
walked briskly toward the White House, and a 
littie later he enjoyed the hospitality of Presi- 
dent Harrison at dinner. After dinner he dis- 
appeared, but itis suspected that he found the 
President’s library an excellent place in which 
to conceal himself from inquisitive persons. It 
is also suspected that Vice. President Morten 
found a chance to talk with the President's vis- 
itor, and itis known that Mr. Depew intended 
to leave for New-York on a late train to-night. 
The only appointment for New-York City to- 
day is that of Dennis Shea to bea Deputy Col- 
lector, but itis not imagined that Mr. Depew’s 
errand was merely on behalf of Mr. Shea. 


Postmaster Van Cott atNn ew- York has written 
a letter to the Civil Service Commission in 
which he inguires what piaces in his office are 


excepted from the application of the civil 
service rules. The commission has not yet 
answered the letter, but is considering the 
views submitted by Mr. Van Cott concerning 
the class or classes of persons which he thinks 
should be exempt from the rules. There were 
but six positions excepted from filling by com- 
petive examinations during the administration 
of the late Postmaster Pearson. 


Secretary of the Navy Tracy issued an créer 
to-day that will be read and discussed wit! in- 
finite interest by every one connected wits or 


interested in the navy. When he took charge 
of the department he found that the organiza- 
tion of the bureaus was so defective that there 
was constant loss of time, material, and effort 
in conducting business. The discovery was not 
an original one with Secretary Tracy. Secretary 
Chandler had made it, and he put forth an inef- 
fectual effort to reform many conspicuous 
‘defects, wut influences that are powerful 
and that sometimes baffle the most 
determined of Secretaries rendered Mr. 
Chanualer’s attempts futile. Secretary Whit- 
ney became fully aware of the necessity of 
getting rid of subdivisions of the work of the 
department that were unnecessary, aud he 
made some progress toward establishing a sys- 
tem like that which will be adopted on July 1 un- 
der the general order issued to-day by Secretary 
Tracy, but the urgency of the dethand for the 
production of new ships and the time and atten- 
tion required to secure the adoption of plans 
and the crection of plants for the production of 
the material required in the construction of 
the new vessels prevented the perfection by 
Mr.. Whitney of the tmuch-needed plans of or- 
ganization. Secretary Tracy was determined 
that his work should not be baiked by thefinter- 
ference of unprogressive persons within the 
service, so he took up the problem of reorgan- 
ization personally, admitting only Commodore 
Walker and one or two others to his counsels, 
The result is that the order affecting the bureaus 
was a surprise to the bureau chiefs, who, in- 
stead of being asked to advise, are simply re- 
quired to comply with instructions. 

The order follows directly in the lines indi- 
cated by the last Administration, and is entitled 
to all the praise that would have been cheer- 
fully accorded to Secretary Whitney if he naa 
had time in which to carry out the comprehen- 
sive programme which he had made out to be 
compieted within his administration. Under 
the present system duties which have no con- 
nection have been placed, while those naturally 
associated have been divorced. The electric 
lighting service, which has grown up recently 
asa part of the navy, has been scattered, It 
will be assembled from three bureaus and 
consolidated in one. There ‘has also been 
a division of the training service out of 
the. Naval Academy which is sought 
to be overcome. The control of the pérsonnel 
of the navy has been dividea, and this seems 
likely to be overcome by the order requiring all 
communications from ships in commission to 
be sent to the Secretary before transmission to 
the subordinate bnreau chiefea. Lhe new order 
enlarges the duties of some of the bureaus, 
notably those of the Bureau of Equipment, 
to which is attributed nearly ail the duties 
of supply, heretofore belonging to the Bureau 
of Navigation, and the coutrol of the hydro- 
graphic and compass officers and the Naval Ob- 
servatory. To the Constructing, Manufactur- 
ing, and Purebasing Bureaus are assigned 
other auties, grouping them eystematically and 
appropriately. Each bureau exercises:control 
of its shops, labor, superintendence, requisi- 
tions, accounts, and appropriations. 

The limits of authority are weil defined. The 
Bureau of Navigation lusés its duties of supply 
and its control over several important offices 
and becomes, under the immediate direction of 
the Secretary, an executive section for military 
matters, and is charged with the train- 
ing and discipline and control of the per- 
sonnel ef the fleet. The chiefs of the Bureaus 
of Yards and Dovks, Equipment, Ordnance, 
Construction and Repairs, and Steam Engineer- 
ing ex officio constitute a boara for the design, 
construction, and equipment of war ships. 


Secretary of the Treasury Windom and As- 
sistant Secretaries Bateheller and Tichenor 
listened to-day to Mr. Alexander E. Orr of the 


New-York Produce Exchange, who argued in 
favor of building the proposed new Apopraiser’s 
Stores at Bowling Green, instead of turther 1p 
town. Mr. Orr contended with much earnest- 
‘ness that the present situation of affairs as to 
the Custom House, Appraiser’s Stores, &c., must 
be changed, and then he gave a lot of figures 
concerning the importation of goods into 
New-York. He found that out of more than 
4,285,000 packages landed in the city in April, 
1888, less than 24,800 were sent to the Publis 
Stores. The fact that the average number of 
packages put into the Appraise:’s Stores was 
only 650 a day went to prove, he thought, that 
the question of cartaze was really of no special 
(consequence in settling the site for the new 
buildings, although this was astrong point 
with the advocates of an up-tewa site. Mr 
Orr quoted Messrs. McCreery, Constabls, Sloane, 
Park, and other parties as declaring that it took 
longer to get their goods out of the Appraiser’s 
Stores into their own than to bring the pack- 
ages lrom Germany. France, er Evugland and 
get them into the Appraiser’s Stores, He ad- 
vocated, in addition to the Appraiser’s Stores at 
Bowling Green a distributing depot in the 
heart of the dry goods disirict, to which gooas 
could be taken from Bowling Grven at night on 
platform cars tia the Belt Line Street Railroad. 
Mr. Orr’s own idea, however, was to have the 
goods taken to and troumene Battery by barges 
on the river. , In reply to the queations as to the

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AN ORGANIST’S SUICIDE. 


EUGENE THAYER OF THIS CITY TAKES’ 


HIS LIFE IN BURLINGTON, VT. 

BURLINGTON, Vt.,June 27.—Dr. Eugene Thayer, 
a well-known organist of New-York, committed 
sticide by shooting at 11 o’clock this morning. 
Dr. Thayer arrived here this webk, accompanied 
by his wife, and’ was to have begun giving in- 
structions to-day. He was out with Mrs, 
Thayer previous to the shooting. She noticed 
on their return that he hada package in his 
hand. He asked her if she intended to go out 
again. She replied in the negative, and went 
to her room. About an hour later she found 
his body in a closet, A revolver was clutched 
in his hand. He had placed the weapon in his 
mouth and pulled the trigger.’ The Coroner de- 
cided it a clear case of suicide, and the phy- 
sicians said that death must have been instan- 
taneous. Mrs, Thayer says that her husband 


‘had been mentally unsound for some time, and 


had complained of pains in his head, He had 
sine ae disappointed in not getting more 
puplis. * , 


Dr. Thayer was one of the best known organ- 
istsin this city, and was highly esteemed in 
New-England and in London, England. He was 
about forty-nine years old, and was a native of 
this country, although he acquired most of his 
musical education abroad. He lived when a 
young man several years in Munich aua Vienna, 
and while in the latter city was brought partic- 
ularly under the influence of the classicists, and 
their tenets he held to in his instruction and 
in his playing. While he played “popular” 
music, he was apparently in torment, aud the 
demand for such work onthe part of church 
choirs led him finally to relinguish all church 
employment asa profession and coniine him- 
self to teaching. 

His friends in tiis city do not believe that 
financial difficulties induced him to take his life. 
His pupils were numbered by the score, and as 
his terms were quite high he should have been 
in the receipt of a handsome income. He had 
the reputation of being very generous, and this 
may have caused him to find himself in occa- 
sional straits. For some time he had been com- 
Dlaining of heart disease, and so acute did the 
pain in this organ become at times that he was 
obliged to relinguish his iabors. His friends 
here believe that it was during one of these at- 
tacks that he was driven to the maa act of sul- 
cide. Dr. Thayer was not alone a& non-practic- 
ing physician, but also a Doctor of Music, a title 
bestowed upon him, it is understood, at Stutt- 

art. When the Boston Music Hall was in all 

ts glory, with its mammoth organ, Dr. Thayer’s 
recitals used to be among the chief musical 
events of Boston society. He gave them week- 
iy. and gave selections only from the older mu- 
sicians, Bach particularly. The influence he 
thus exerted was considerable, and when he 
came to this city, about five years ago, it was 
only after he had rejected flattering ofters from 
his Boston friends. 

When he arrived here he became organist for 
Dr. Hall’s church, but he did not remain there 
very long, though his ability as an organist was 
freely acknowledged.. He rented a pretty suite 
of apartments at 931 Park-avenue, furnished 
them luxuriously, and lived in them continuats- 
ly with his wife, two daughters, and son, until 
ubout five weeks ago. ‘then the family sold 
their furniture and moved, 80 they informed 
their neighbors, to Yantic, Conn. Since then 
they have not been heard from in this city. Mr. 
Thayer’s family, it is said, reside in Connecti- 
cut, and the body will be probably removed 
there for burial.

He had not 
arranged to go before Thursday, however, and 
he made up his mind tuseek recreation at Coney 
Island on Wednesday evening.

WORK OF CRONIN’S, ENEMIES 
GRADUALLY EXPOSED. 


EVIDENCE AGAINST ALEXANDER 
SULLIVAN AND OTHERS. 


CaicaGo, June 27.—The details of the first 
meeting of the inner circle of Camp 20 have, it 


also to the Grand Jury by the man who weak- 
ened on the night of that first trial and refused 
to take any further part in the murderous farce. 

The story is this: When the prosecutor had 
made bis charge befere tho committee, alleging 
that Cronin was a spy in the pay of the English 
Government, he was called upon hy the man 
who has told the story of that meeting to state 
the grounds upon which he founded this charge. 

The prosecution, in reply, stated that Cronin’s 
whole history since he joined the organization 
was proofenough. He argued that the doctor 
was not looking for malfeasance in office or 
frauds upon the organization, but was in real- 
ity endeavoring to create such a rupture as 
would lead to a public investigation of the ac- 


counts and workings of the order, and thus put 
many of its members practically at the mercy 
of the English Government. 

This was not a good enough explanation for 
the objector, and the prosecutor said he coula 
supplement it by positive proof that Cronin 
was a spy. He drew from his pocket a 
letter which, he anhounced, was. from 
one of the most prominent members 
of the Parnellite party and read it aloud. Tbe 
letter purported to come from London, and to 
be in reply to an inquiry as to whether Cronin’s 
name was one of the three submitted to the 
court and counsel by Le Caron at the Parnell 
Commission. 

The writer of tke letter aeserted positively 
that Cronin’s name was one of the three. 

“Is the writer of that letter a prominent 
Irish member of Parliament ?” asked the doubt- 
ing Clansman. ‘ Yes,’’ was the reply, ‘‘one of 
the most prominent members of the party.” 

“What is bis name?” “Irefuse to answer 
that question.” 

** Let me see thea signature, then, so as to satis- 
fy myself,” persisted tae member of the com- 
Inittee. 

The prosecutor refused to comply with this 
request, giving as his reason that if the name 
of his informant got out to the public 
the latter. would in all probability run 
the risk of belong tried for the murder 
if Cronin was removed. This answer 
did not satisfy the persistent objector, who then 
asked whether Dr Cronin had been notified of 
this trial or whether any chance haa been given 
him to defend himself against the charge. 
“Certainly not,” replied the prosecutor. 
*-Wouid you have as give him an epportunity 
to get out of the country, as Le Caron did, and 
snap bis fingers at_us from the other side of the 
Atlantic?’ 

This specious reasoning appeared to satisfy 
the members of the committee except the one 
alludea to, who was so far from being satisfied 
with it that he accused the prosecution of hav- 
ing trumped up a bogus letter, and charged 
that he had vever received any such commupi- 
cation a8 he represented from any member of 
the Parliamentary party. ._The nan then with- 
drew from the committee, and refused to have 
anything more to do with it. 

The teatimony to be presented before the 
Grand Jury to-morrow will probably be among 
the most interesting that has been adduced be- 
fore that body thus far. Lawyer C. M. Hardy 
will be examined as to what he knows about 
the conspiracy to defame Dr. Cronin and injure 
his character during his lifetime. Tne testi- 
_ mony which Mr, Hardy witl be able to give, al- 
4though not directly implicating Alexander Sul- 
livan, will tend very strongly in that direction. 

Mr. Hardy was the lawyer who cross-ex- 
amined Dr. Cronin in a bogus case where the 
facts of the doctor’s life were brought out. Mr. 
Hardy says that he was eniployed by one Cal- 
lagban, a young lawyer, who is a brother-in-law 
of Starkey, the Toronto friend of Long, the 
lying correspondent, to cross-examine Cronin, 
and that the questions he wus to ask Cronin 
were given him by Callaghan. ” 

It was proved before the Coroner’sj ury in 
the Cronin case that when the report or the 
committee appointed to try the charges of em- 
bezziement against Alexander Sullivan was 
sent- out it. Was accompanied — by. 
test 
most violent and “bitter. attack was made upon 
Dr. Cronin. Many charges. were made against 
Cronin, and nearly every one of them was of 
the same nature as .those employed in 
the questions supplied to Hardy and put 
by him to Cronin on the occasion 
of this bogus trial.. Sullivan tells all about how 
Cronin became a citizen and deals with the 
statements which the latter made while on the 
rack in the Justice Court in regard to his con- 
nection with the Canadian militia. 

The Grand Jury has become convinced that 
Sullivan’s protest has fastened upoo him the 
guilt of those bogus proceedings in the Justice 
Court. They are guthering up links one by 
one and fitting taem to each other, and with 
them it is believed the chain of evidence against 
Sulltvan will be completed. 

Hardy’s story of the bogus suit and Sullivan’s 
protest against Cronin are two most important 
links which tit. together perfectly. 

A member of the Clan-na-Gael, who is other- 
wise a reputable citizen, tells an interesting 
story of Dan Coughblin’s work asa misstonary 
and heoachman of Alexander Sullivan in spread- 
ing the belief that Dr. Cronin was a British spy. 
Coughlin approached this man for the purpose of 
sounding bim. ‘I did not at first pay any at- 
tention to him,” said the gentleman yesterday, 
“but when.Coughlin went so far as to declare 
that Cronin was a confederate of Le Caron, 
I stopped him right there. He repeated 
the -statement, however, saying emphati- 
cally: ‘I. know that he was, anid 
is a confederateof La Caron.’ I turned to him 
and said: ‘If you want to find a confederate of 
Le Carou go to the man whose creature you 
are, who Was Le Caron’s sponsor in the Clan- 
na-Gael and the Land League, and who used Lw 
Caron to aid him in packing conventions and 
other sharp practice in the organization.’ 

*‘Coughiin bristled up at this remark and so 
far did his anger carry him that he clinched his 
fists and made a movement toward me as if he 
was going to strike me. His bluff didn’t 
work, though, and he sneaked out I 
watched . Coughlin closely ever after, [and 
found that be systematically and persistently 
spread the report that Cronin Was a confederate 
of Le Caron. Later on [found that O'Sullivan 
joined him in the work apd was almost as per- 
sistent in the effort to blacken Cronin’s char- 
acter as Coughlin himself.” 

There. was a rather startling exhibition at the 
Carleun cottage to-day of the desperation of 
the men who are trying to screen Dr. Cronin’s 
murderers. Two strangers called there 
and engaged young Charles (Qarigson in 
conversation concerpving the Cronin — case. 
Finally, one of tnem said meaningly 
that it would be a dangerous thin, 
for any man to attempt to identify any of ths 
persons.suspected of the murder. Carison’s at- 
tention was called to the fate of Carey and 
other informers and he was practically warned 
that he would suffer if he identified any person 
connected with the case.

AN EXPERT ELECTRICIAN KILLED WHILE 


AT. WORK IN A BRUSH STATION... 

One of the most experienced, practical elec- 
tricians in the service of the Brush Electric 
Tiluminating Company at their station at 210 
Elizabeth-street was instantly killed last night 
by ashook in the dynamo room, and the explan- 
ations given at the company’s office do not clear 
up the mystery of the case. ‘The dead man was 
Edward Quinn of 242 Mott-street. Entering 
the service of the vompany in 1880, he was 
gradually promotéd because of bis trustworthi- 
ness, sobriety, and ability until he became first 
foreman of the dynamo room. 

He was regarded az eminently capable of 
taking care of the seventy-twe machines in this 
department, and any one who would have sug- 
gested that it was possible for an accident to 


have happened to him through carelessness or 
error in the performance of his duty would have 
been laughed at both by Quinn’s employers 
and his associates. Last night the usual 
tests were made of the various circuits and the 
one known as No. 8, an up-town district, was 
found to be out of order, and ** trouble hunters” 
were one by One sent out on it until five of 
them were seeking for the cause of the cut-out. 
quinn remained in the dynamo room and 
received messages from time to time from 
the “‘troubie hunters” and made testis of the 
“dead” circnit. At 10 o’clock the condition of 
the circuit had not improved and Quian, pro- 
curing a stepladder and a wround wire, began 
to make experiments among the wires over- 
hanging the. middie row of dynamos, two of 
which, on account of the accident, were not 
working. uinn, after fastening the ground 
wire he Bb to a pillar in the middle row, took 
the other end and mounted the ladder. 

At that time there were in the dynamo room 
G. 8. Green and Charles Quinn, Edward’s broth- 
er, Assistant Foreman Paul Harn, an oiler, and 
James Barrett, a machine tender. They say 
that Edward Quinn violated no rule of precau- 
tion, but could not give a clear idea of what he 
did on the. ladder, but the attaching of 
the ground wire to the pillars sug- 
gests that he attempted to connect the 
wire of circuit Number 8- with 
the ground wire. No one was watching him 
when he feil with a crash to the floor on two 
driving belts in motion, and Green, Harn, Bar- 
rett, and’ his brother rushed to him, saved him 
from being whirlea around »y the driving belts, 
and carried him to a bench. 

A call for a 8t. Vincent’s Hospital abulance 
Was sent from the quarters of Hook and Ladder 
Company No. 9, and DreM. B. Feeney of 248 
Mott-street was sentfor. He found that Quinn, 
who had not shown any sign of consciousness, 
was dead, and an examination or his body re- 
— that he had been burned on the right 

eek and on the tips of the fingers of both 
hands by alive or vitalized wire. Mr. Green was 
positivein his theory that while Quinn was 
experimenting with the dead circuit and the 
ground wire the dead wire was charged Ly the 
electric wire of some company other than the 
Brush tho insulating material of which had 
been, burned or rubbed off suddenly touching 
or Vitalizing it, but neither he nor any one in 
the dynamo room cared to closely inspect the 
dead cirouit and the ground wire used by 
Quinn, and a man who would not give his name 
suggested that Quinn made a fatal mistake in 
trying to ground one of the company’s wires in- 
stead of being positive that he was handling the 
dead circuit. There was no dispute about Quinn’s 
body making part of a ground for alive wire, 
and that the full force of the electric shock was 
exerted on his brain. His cheek where the wire 
touched it was burned to the bone, and his face 
Was as red as if it had been exposed to the 
action of fire, He was a hanasome, tall man of 
forty and was married and had one child less 
thana yearojd. His death caused a profound 
sensation at the company’s station. 

President Moore and Chief Engineer Wright 
of the Brush Company said last uight that the 
exact cause of Quinn’s death had not been as- 
certained. They proposed to have a careful 
and thorough investigation made, however. 
They felt certain that at the time of thé acci- 
dent circuit 8 was “dead,” and also that there 
Was DO cross with any of the Brush wires. Itis 
surmised that either circuit 8 suddenly became 
alive while Quinn was working at it or else 
that he accideutly touched a live wire. 





DAMAGING TO MDOW. 


TESTIMONY THAT HE. SHOT. EDITOR DAW- 


SON IN THE BACK. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., June 27.—In the McDow 
case to-day Dr. R. A. Kinlooh, for forty years a 
physician and surgeon, and at present Dean of 
the Medical College of South Carolina, took the 
atand to prove the course of the ball that killed 
Capt. Dawson. His testimony corroborated the 
view of Dr. McMichael that the bail had been 
fired from behind, and is confirmatory of the 
general opiaion that McDow shot Capt. Dawson 
when his back was turned and when he was 
leaving McDow’s oftice. 

Detective John Hogan testified that on the 
night of the murder, when the accused was go- 
ing to jail with manacled hands, Dr. McDow 
said: “Ishot him and I would shoot any man 
who caned me; I know where to shoot to kill; 
as * profession teaches me that.’’ 

bis evidence is cousidered important in view 
of the statement made by McDow yesterday 
that be did not take aim when he fired at 
Dawson, and would bave preferred to disable 
rather than kill him. 

Solicitor Jervey requested that the jury be 
sent to McDow’s oftice for the purpose of 
obtaining a clear idea of the scene of the 
murder, but McDow’s counsel objected on the 
ground that the jury might be unduly influenced 
by persons who had no proper connection with 
_ ease, Judge Kershaw sustained the objec- 
tion. 

Solicitor Jervey then announced the caso 
closed, and proceeded to address the jury. The 
audienée applauded when he denounced McDow 
lor speaking around to Capt. Dawson’s house 
when he was absent. Mr. Jervey spoke for two 
hours.

CITY OF MEXICO, June 27.—A tinancial event 
here of much importance is the reorganization 
of the London Bank of Mexico ana South 
America, which has a parent bank of the same 
name in England. Some time ago this bank ac- 
quired a valuable conesssion here, and under 
the managership of Mr. H. C. Waters this insti- 
tution has earned very heavy profits, second to 
few banks in the United States. The bank has 
afforded great assistance to the mercantile com- 


munity, and enjoys the full contidence of the 
public. The reurganized bank will open next 
Monday with s capital of $1,500,000, one-third 
subscribed here and two-thirds in London. A 
heavy premium was paid here, and several 
times the amount of the capital required was 
offered. This bank since Mr. Waters took 
charge has established tive successful branches 
and inereased its volume of vusiness largely, as 
he introduced modérn methods of banking, and, 
with the new departure the bank has made, it 
will, in view of the present excellent state of 
business done here,.add heavily to its protite, 

The most signiticant thing in all tnis ts the 
freedom with which Mexican capitalists are 
now coming forward to invest in banking 
schemes. Great confidence in the future is felt, 
and capital .was never more enterprising in 
Mexico than to-day. The new Directors in the 
London Bank, which will be known asthe Bank 
of London in Mexico, are Thomas Braniff, Juan 
Liamedyg, and Ignacio de la Torre. The Inter- 
national Mortgage Bank will probabiy open in 
August, everything here being arranged.

CORNELL PLUCK DID IT 


COLUMBIA MIN FINISHED IN 
A DEAD FAINT. 
IT WAS A GREAT RACE—HARVARD 
¥RESHMEN GOT THERE WITH EASE 
—YALE, PERHAPS. 


NEw-LonDon, Conn, June 27.—The features 
of to-day’s boat races were the exciting contest 
between Cornell and Columbia and the sensa- 
tional collapse of the Columbia crew the instant 
they crossed the finish line. When they stopped 
rowing six of them—Bradley, No. 1; Meikleham, . 
No, 2; Robertson, No. 3; O’Gorman, No. 47 
Klapp, No. 6, and Foote, No 7—fell over In dead 
faint, compieting exhausted. Five of the six 
broken down men recovered consciousness 
within a few minutes, but the sixth mau, 
Meikisham, was unconscious for fully thirty 
minutes. 

As soon as the officials noticed Meikleham’s 
critical condition they steamed to the tug Wel- 
lington, and Dr. Appleton of Boston was sum- 
moned to atténd him. The six men mentioned 
were then lifted out of their shell and placed on 
board the Carrie Goodwin. While these trans- : 
fers were being made the two other men in the 
Columbia boat—Tuttle, No. 5, and Pelton, stroke . 
—also fainted and had to be assisted out of their 
boat. When the Columbia launch arrived at their 
quarters the entire Columbia crew were. 
lifted out and carried to their rooms 
and put to bed. The men were in 
pretty bad shape. They had been rowed 
to a standstill and-had broken completely - 
broken down. Tuttle, No. 5, was quite excited, 
and at times quite delirious. Meiklieham and 
several others were slightly nysterical and 
showed plainly the effects of the severe strain © 
under which they had been and of the high 
tengion of their nervous system when they — 
found themselves defeated. 

Jasper Goodwin, the famous Columbia oars- 
man, admitted that the men were badly used up 
and were still under the weather, but that there . 
was nothing serious. From other sources it 
was learned that shortly after the race a buat 
was sent to Gale’s Ferry and a physician 
summoned. This doctoris with the men now, 
(10 P. M.,) and it is understood that he will re- : 
main at the Columbia quarters all night as a 
precautionary measure, Many alarming rumors 
are current about the condition of two of 
the Columbias, but the Columbia men asseré ' 
that they will be all right in the morning; 
that they pulied an unusualiy hard race; were 
outrowed and exhausted, and gave up broken- 
hearted over their defeat. : 

The details of the two races are as follows: 

Shortly after 5 o’clock the Harvard and Co- 
lumbia Freshmen paddled down the river and 
backed into position, and were quickly 
sent away by the referee. Harvard 
caught the water first, and their shell at 
once went to the front, pulling thirty-four 
strokes. Columbia started off with thirty-eight 
atrokes, splashing badly for several stroxes. 
The Columbias were clearly overmatciied by 
«the heavy crew from Boston, and the race was 
practically over after the first two minutes. 

At the quurter mile Harvard had gained a 
lead of over a length, clear water showing 
between the boats. At this point the Harvards 
were pulling in nearly perfect form, and their 
slow stroke was very effective. The Harvards 
dropped their stroke down to thirty-two 
and Columbia to thirty-five. In the next 
half mile the Harvards inereased their 
lead, and at the taile flag had 
a lead of two lengths. This lead they main- 
tained to the finish, having the race weil in 
hand and apparentiy not exerting themselves, 
In the Coiumbia beat Nos. 1,7,and 8 were 
pulling in pvor form, and there was & percepti- 
Die hang to the boat after each stroke. 

The official times at each half mile were as 
follows: Harvard, 3:12, 6:12, 9:06, and 12:21; ° 
Columbia, 3:16, 6:20, 9:16, and 12:28. The, 
strokes were: Harvard, 34, 33, 32, 33, and 35; 
Columbia, 38, 32, 33, 35, and 35. 

After the Freshman race there was 3 long and ° 
tiresome delay of gn hour anda half before the : 
course was oleared and the crews got into pogi- 
tion for the much-talked-of three-cornered 
race. Corneli was the first to show, and 
about fifteen minutas later Pennsylvania came 
out. Then there was ‘a walt of thirty minutes 
for Columbia. After this several sailboats 
blockea the course, and thé. crews paddied abdut 
waiting for them to be towed ont of the way. 

Finally, at 7:30, the crews were in position ° 
ready for the word. Whe this was given Penn- 
sylivania caught the water first and gained a lead 
of half alength. This they could not hold, and 
Gorneil quickly @ashed to the front, taking 4 
lead of a full length, with Pennsylvania and 
Columbis tighting for second place. At this 
point Cornell was pulliag 42 strokes, Pennsyl- 
vania 38, and Coluuctt: 35. At a quarter of a 
mile Columbia spuawe and passed Pennsyl- 
Vania and drew up ~# the Cornell boat, cutting ° 
the latter’s lead duwn to a quarter of a Jength. 

From this point to the finish (two and three- 
quarter milés) the race between Corneil and Co- 
luinbia was the hottest and most stubbornly 
contested event ever rowed over the Thames 
eourse. 

From the half-mile tothe mile flag all three ° 
crews spurted. Columbia drew up even with - 
Cornel], and Pennsylvania was a length be- 
hipd. At the mile flag Cornell was pulling 49, - 
Columbia 36, and Pennsylvania 36. The posi- 
tions remained unchanged and neither crow 
seemed able to gain an inch over the othera. 

For the next half mile each crew strained 
every nerve aud the excitement was intense. 
At theone and one-half mile flag Curnell dog- 
gedly held her lead of half a lenuth over 
Columbia, with Pennsylvania @ lenxth be- 
hind. Shortly after passing the - one 
and one-halt mile flag Columbia sucesed- 
ed in getting a lead of a quarter of a 
length over Cornell. This advantage was re- 
tained but ashort distance, as they could not 
hold the pace. Cornell again took the lead 
and for the !ast mile was not beaded, aod on the 
last half mile they mauaged to increase their 
lead to two lengths, finishing in &@ comparative- 
ly fresh condition. For the last half mile the 
Columbia’s stroke had lost its power, and tt 
was onlv by the most determined effurt that 
they held second place. 

The Cornelis exhibition was remarkable 
With the lightest crew on tho river they aver- 
aged a struke of forty per winute for the three 
wiles. Columbia and Pevunsyivania could not 
stand the gait, and were fairly and squarbly 
outrowed from start to finkh. After the race 
the Cornells rowed back to their quarters—a 
distance of four wiles. 

The official time for Cornell at each halt 
mile is as follows: 2:06, 4:32; 7:03, 9:56, 
12:47, 16:04. The strokes were: Cornell—42, 
41, 40, 40. 39, 40, 41; Columbia—36, 35, 36, 34, 
°$4, 35, 34; Pennsylvania—36, 38, 36, 36, 36, 
35, 35, 35. 

Cornell’s victory was a very popular one. 
After the race their supporters, headed by a Dana, 
escorted them to the Crocker House, where the 
liveliest kind of a celebration was kept up until 
a@ late hour. 

This little town: is completely overrun to- 
night, and itis with the greatest difficulty that 
the crowd can tind sleeping accommodations. 
Mapy men are wandering abont with the pros- 
pect of having to keep it up ail night, and yet 
there are compardtiyely few Yule and Harvard 
wen here. hey are expected trom New-Haven 
and Boston. to-morrow morning. The Cornell ° 
students are masters of the town just now. 
They cab’t make noise enough, and have utterly 
disregard the New-London Mayor's prohibi- 
tion of cracker shooting. The Harvard Fresh- 
men are much gratified with their victory over 
the Columbia Freshmen, but the uncertainty of 
the university contest to-morrow takes the edge 
off their rejoicing. 

The sole topic of conversation now is the 
Yale-Harvard University race, which has been 
set down for1l o’olock in the morning if the 
water is favorabie. If tbo water is unfavorabie 
it will be rowed at 6:30 v’clockin the afternoon, ' 
or as near that hour as possibile. Both sides are 
anxious and lack contidence, although the little 
betting that is being done to-night jis im favor 
of Yale. Each erew seems to bein the dark as to 
the ability of the other, and collegians who 
have been here all the week trying to ebtain 
points fortheir respective crews are certain 
that a hard and close race will be seen to-mor- 
row. Ali the men on both crews are reported to 
be tn good form, although Hartwell of the Yale 
boat was very shaky two days. The Harvard - 
men are demanding odds of two to ope on Yale 
to-night, but the Yale men are holding out fer 
even money. Non-college men who have seen - 
both crews work incline to the opinion that | 
Yale will win.

(YASTERDAY’S SOLAR ECLIPSE. 
> 

‘IT WAS VISIBLE ONLY IN THE SOUTH- 
ERN HEMISPHERE. 

The annular eclipse of the sun that took place 
yesterday was oie of five eclipses for the year 
—two of the incon aud thrée of the sun—a total 
eclipse on Jan. 1 partially visiblé hére, the 
annular éclipsé invisible in this portioi of the 
world, and another total eclipse in December, 
also. invisible in this latitude. The two eclipses 
of the moon até both partial eclipses, ons of 
which has already taken place, and the other, 
which ovcurs on the 12th of July, will not be 
visible hore. 

In an eclipse of the sun the shadow of the 
moon sweeps over tlié earth, and the sun is 
wholly of partially obscured to observers on 
. that part of the earth where the shadow falls. 
There are three kinds of eclipses of the sun— 
partial, total, and annular. It is thé last named 
that just oecurred, and in this case the moon was 
seen Wholly projected on the stn, the visible 
portion of the lattér appearing in the form of a 
bright ring around the moon. This ring is 
wider or narrower in proportion to the diameter 


| of the sui, actording to the distance we are 
from the moon, whose anxular diameter will 
diminish in a more rapid ratio than that of the 
Bun. Ah annular: eclipse is visible only.toa 
small portion of the Garth’s suriace. This 
is aécounted for by the fact of the 
moon’s distaice changing so little that the 
certh is never very tar from the vertex 
of the moon’s Bhadow as cast by. the sun. 
The didieter of this shadow, as the moon 
moves &bout the earth from west to east, yaries 
from 0 miles to 150 miles, This shadow would 
sweep along ata uniform rate of a little over 
2,000 iniles per hour wére it not for the earth’s 
rotation, Which at points on. its surface reduces’ 
this velocity to 1, miles per hour. At any 
one place more eclipses of the moon will be 
seén than of the sun, although there are many 
mofe of thé latter. An, eolipse of the moon is, 
however, Visible over the entire hemisphere of 
the eatth on Which the moon is Sitges and, as 
it lasts sever ours, observers who are not in 
this heiniéphere at the beginning of the eclipse 
may, by the earth’s rotation, ibe brought intoxit 
before its close. Eclipses of the moon attract 
more attention in consequence of their longer 
auration than do those of the sun. 
 Armbong the inhabitants of Siam and China 
credence is still given the story that eclipses 
are caused by a dragou devouring the sun or 
moon, which primitive tradition is also kept up, 
in form at least, by the Imperial Court in China. 
It is supposed to be a Warning to the Emperor 
to review his past conduct and make changes 
tor the better wherever possible. Notice of all 
such phenomena afe to. be given out in time by 
the oftivial astronomer in order that prepara- 
tion may be inade for it by fasting and retreat. 
It is related that on one occasion the astrono- 
mers He and Hi were put to death because they 
failed to predict the coming event—an eclipse 
of the sunin the year 2155 B. C, Whenever 
an eclipse was about to take place the event 
was nost anxiously awaited, and the instant 
the dragon began to eat upthe sun the Emperor 
himselt gave the alarm, and the people, throw- 
ing themselves on their knees, began a tremen- 
dous noise with gongs and drums, at the same 
time offering their supplications that the un- 
fortunate celestial body mixzht be delivered 
from the devouring dragon. We also read of 
the early Christians ringing belis during 
eclipses to counteract the action of bad spirits— 
to repel, with the priest’s blessing, the darkness 
caused by phantoms. 

There would be an eclipse of the moon atevery 
full moon and one of the sun at every new moon 
were it not that the inclination of the moon’s 
orbit causes the shadow of the moon to pass 
above or below the earth at the time of new 
moon, while the full moon commonly passes 
above or below the shadow of the earth. It is, 
therefore, only When at the period of new or 
full moon the moon is close to the point where 
it crosses the ecliptic that the phenomena of the 
eclipse can take piace. 

The path of the annular cclipse of yesterday 
began in the South Atlantic Ocean and touched 
the coast of Africa at Woolwich Bay. Continu- 
ing its northeasterly course, it passedijust north 
of tue island of Matagascar, where it curved to 
the south and east, endingin longitude 85° 05’ 
east and latitude 16° 11’ south, which distance 
it traveled in five hours and forty-vight minutes. 
The sun’s semi-diameter being 15’ 44” and the 
moon’s semi-diameter 14’ 42”, this gave a 
brilliant cirele of light about the moon about 
twice as broad as the planet Venus appears at 
present. The northern limit of this eolipse 
passed through Central Afrioa, Southern Asia, 
the Malay Peninsula, and the island of Borneo, 
bus coulda not be seen from any piace in this 
hemisphere, 
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REV. CHARLES SPURGEON ENTER- 
TAINS MANY HEARERS. 

A large audience greeted tle Rev. Charles 
Spurgeon, son of the great English preacher, in 
Calvary Baptist Church, Fifty-seveuth-strect 
near Sixth-avenus, last evening. The subject 
of his lecture was “ Nails,” and he illustrated it 
with specimens of the genuine article and some 
hammers. Mr. Spurgeon is a stockily-built, 
middle-aged man, with a full, strong-featured 
face, that looks rather dullin réposé, but lights 
up with a pleasant animation when he is telling 
a good story or making a strong point. His 
voice is clear and reaching, and his enunciation 
is distinct. 

He began by calling attention to various parts 
of Scripture in which nails aré mentioned, draw- 
ing alesson from each; and later exhibited in 
turn his stock of nails and hammers, likening 


each to & distinct claas of Christians or sinners, 
There was the long bolt, which reminded him of 
Saul of Tarsus, as a type of men who have enor- 
mous powerfor good or évil, and compared 
with it was asmali ittatl which, he said, repre- 
sented the ‘ pasty, mean little sinner—the sort 
that has not the pluck of bis sin.’”’ 

“Ever see him in the street drunk?’ he 
asked. “No, but he tipples at home on the siy. 
Ever see him pick @ thun’s pocket? No, but he 
has been through bankruptcy several times, 
and that is the meanest Kind of stealing that I 
know of.” 

Mr, Spurgeon then exhibited and talked about 
-crooked nails, and told the story of a man who, 
having a horse that would insist upon stopping 
at every saloon on the way; changed it for a 
bicycle, and afterward wrote to the papers com- 
pesining that the bitycle did the same thing.

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FIRST AND SEOOND IN THE 

CUNEY ISLAND STAKES. 

“A-STRANGE RACE FOR THE SPINDRIFT 
STAKES IN WHIOH ALL THE JOCKEYS 
LOST THEIR HEADS. 

There was @ thoroughly enjoyable day’s sport 
at the Sheepshead Bay track for such as went 
there for sport. For such as went there to rake 
in money by gambling it was as disastrous as 
the gamblers who preter Wall-street. find it 
nowadays in “monkéying”’ with Sugar Trust 
certificates. The bears had their innings a, 
Sheepshead, as only two of the favorites— Han- 
over and Tattler—rewarded the bulls by land- 
ing the races in which they were given. the 
places of honor in the betting. Cartoon, Black- 
burn, Fresno, and Bronzomarte, the favorites in 
tlieir réspective races, left théir backers in the 
lurch, and people roamed Gisconsolately over 
the lawns and through the grand stand wonder- 
ing why in the world they had been idiots 
enough to pitch upon such horses as Cartoon 
Fresno; and Bronzomarte to win their races. 
The bears, or short horse players, wore made 
exceddingly glad and rejoice with great joy 
over their chance to make their pocketbooks 
assume a plethoric condition. 

It is & mooted question as to which was the 
great race of the day, the Spindrift, which was 
expected to be proving a grievous disappoint- 
ment in everything except tending to show how 
very poorly “Snapper” Garrison can ride a race 
of occasions. The Juné Stakes resulted in 
Blackburn’s overthrow, and the Coney Island 
Stakes was probably therefore the most satis- 
factory contest of the lot. It was thé fourth 
race on the card, was run at a mile and an 
olgnte, andjwas won by Hanover in as easy a 
fashion as a child will roll off 4 log. Hano- 
vér’s stable conipanion, Kingston, the sprinter 
Eolian, the Suburban craze Badge, and the 
Western filly Hypocrite were the ohes who 
started against Hanover. All the lot except 
Kingston weré well satisfied to let Hanover 
win, but the latter fotight desperately for a 
chance to beat Kingston, but Hamilton wouldn’t 
16t him do it, because the Dwyers had déclared 
to win with the big chestnut, who certainly 
seems to be just now as good a horse as he éver 
was, whether at sprintingor staying. It wasn’t 
very much of & race to seé, for Hanover h 
everything his own*way from start to finish. 
Badge ran up to within a length or two 
of him all the way around the circuit, 
with Kingston just behind him and ready 
to z0 on and beat Badge in case the chestnut 
tried to quit anc put the result in doubt in the 
streteh. Eolian cried hard to keep up with the 
leaders, but failed utterly, and gave it up in 
the stretch. Badge gave up the contest at the 
end of a mile, which was run in 1:41 2-5, and 
then Kingston took second place, and, though 
fighting for his nead and a chance to catch 
Hanover, was compelied to finish there; both 
the Dwyer horses eased up when Badge was 
béaten. Hypocrite was never in the race. The 
bookies were hara hiton the racé, as the Dwyer 
pair were both heavily backed, Hanover to win 
and Kingston for the place, and the people who 
played them in that way got all the money. 

Cartoon, whose Western form was: 80 good, 
frightened some of the starters out of the open- 
ingtace of tné day, and the sprinting form of 
Belinda and Volunteer dja the same for others. 
In spite of the fact that Cartoon had worked a 
mile in no faster time than 1:50 since he 
réached here from the West, he was made the 
liveliest kind of afavorite in the betting ring, 
and thousands of dollars went in on him ateven 
the short odds offered. Belinda of the Belmont 
string was also very heavily back, Pittsbur 
Phil plunging on her as a good thing in his old- 
fashioned style. But the uncertainty of racing 
was demonstrated in the liveliest possible 
fashion by Eurus putting thé race to his 
credit by running in the kindest possible fash- 
ion and refusing to swerve in the home stretch, 
as he has been in the habit of doing. The 
Dwyers showed Meriden, the sister to Barnes, 
in this race, ahd showed up a sprinter who will 
make all the cracks dizzy at from a half mile up 
te nearly three-quarters. She started out of 
the chute at the fall of the starter’s flag 
as if fired out of a gun, and at the en 
of & quarter mile had a lead of twenty 
lengths, in spite of the boy on her back, 
who was trying to husband her strength. 
At the end of a half mile she was fifteen 
lengths aliead of Eurus, who led the rest of 
the field, with Volunteer and Belinda just be- 
hind and Cartoon hopelessly in the rear. In 
the stretcli Meriden gave it up, and her rider 
had to resort to the vigorous use of the whip 
to get her home at ail. Eurus ran on from 
there in front and won by three lengths from 
Beiinda, who was four lengths in front of Meri- 
den and Cynosure, running head and head. 
Then came Cartoon, Climax, and Volunteer, 
all eased up when their jockeys saw there was 
no chance for winning. 


The June Stakes, for two-year-olds . at three 
quarters of a mile, proved a very disappointing 
race, for there were but four starters and only 


two contestants, Cayuga and Blackburn. 
The former led the way into the home 
stretch, with Favorite close up. Gar- 
rison tried to send Blackburn through by the 
rail on reaching the main track, but Cayuga 
and Favorite pocketed him, and Garrison had 
to pull’ up and go around, He lost much 
ground by this, but Cayuga won so easily that 
he would probably have won in any event. 
Garrison’s claim of foul was disaliowed, how- 
ever, and the stakes went as the horses finished. 


The Spindrift Stakes was one of the thost 
pecullarly-run races ever seen on any track in 
the world. It was for three-year-olds, at a mile 


and a quarter, and was the third race on tho 
Card. Salvator, Kern, Sam Wood, Radiant, 
King Idle, and J. A. B. were soratohed, and 
Fresno and Jay F, Dee were added to the pub- 
lished list of starters. Besides the two last named, 
Charles Littlefield started Jubal and My Fellow, 
and Mr. Withers started Sluggard. Frésno, with 
Garrison up, was the liveliest kind of a favorite, 
though Juba) was aA quiet tip and carried 
$1,300 of Charles Littiefield’s money, aa his 
owner felt sure he could win. When the quin- 
tet were sentawhy on their journey Donohus 
started out as the pacemaker with My Fellow, a 
remarkably fine-looking chestnut. | Slugzard 
ran néxt, and Fresno, Jubal, and Jay I. Dee 
jay back waiting for one another to go out and 
chase the leaders. Their jockeys had apparent- 
ly recéived Waiting orders, and they rode ac- 
cording to thom, and rode so faithfully that not 
one of them ever had apy part in the race, tlie 
two outsiders having it all their own 
way. After My Fellow had _ opened 
up 2a big gap, and no. one challenzed 
him for a race, Donohue took a ‘pull on him to 
give hith his second wind, and then, sesing the 
rest waiting, he sent My Fellow on Again, and 
won the race ina canter by twoand ahalf 
lengths from Siluggard, whe heat Jubal five 
lengths for the Pisce. Fresno brought up the 
rear, the race Raving beén thrown away by 
Garrison’s utter lack of generalship. Hé never 
rode & poorer race in his lifé, except once whén 
he succeeded in getting Firenz! beaten at Mon- 
mouth rk last Summer by Connemara. Mr, 
Haggin will hardly be anxiots tor Garrison’s 
services in the saddle for some time to come 
after yesterday’s biunder. 


There was the craziest kind of a Plunge on 
Bronzomarte to win the fifth race, a sweep- 
Stakes at a mile and three-sixteenths, which 


“Davy” Johnson must, have been responsible 
for. No one else could have created it. He 
was backed to win against horses wno out- 
class him as much as Hanover outolasses 
Gallus Dan. Stable tips may be good things 
once in a while, but public form proved a heap 
better in this instance, for Bronzomarte never 
was in @ race in which h6é was backed down 
from 6 to 1. at the opening to 2 tolat the 
close. if the plungéra hadn’t had return 
tiekets they would have been forced to 
walk home from the track. Dayy Johnson will 
probably wear slippers and a linen duster all 
next Winter. in the racé, whén Bronzomarte 
had been done up at a slow pace in five-eighths 
of a wile, Le Logos, Dunboyne, and Buren 
fought 1t out in a whipping and raftling tinish, 
which resulted in Dunboyne winning by a head 
from Burch, who was a half léngtn in front of 
Le Logos, with J, J. O’B. fourth, Swift fifth, and 
Bronzomarte last. 

Fourteen horses started in the last race of the 
day, arun at a mile ana three-eighths on the 
grass. It was a straggling, éver-changing, and 
shoreusbly ipteresung contest, in which Tattler 
and sired had it ali to themselves in the end, 
the latter finally wisniag by @ neck trom. Wil- 
fred, who was two lengths in front of Sillecx 
with Rowland and Gendarme a fair fourth and 
fifth, respectively, and the rest beaten off.

‘TRIAL OF E. D. MORGAN’S NEW FORTY- 
FOOTER YESTERDAY—OTHER NOTES, 
The new forty-foot yacht Liris, designed by 

Mr. William Gardner for Mr. C. W. Wetmore of 

the Seawanhaka Corinthian Yacht Club, took 

her second sail yesterday. Her initial sail was 
in the regatta of the New-York Yacht Club on 

Juhe 13, when she met with bad luck in having 

her mast carried away by a strong breeze off 

Sandy Hook. Since then she has been at Bay 

Ridge having a new mast made and placed, and 

yesterday she started out anew and with much 

better success. Designer Gardner, aceompanied 
by a TIMES representative, went aboard in the 
morning and was given a great sail by Skipper 

Tom Sloan, who sailed the Fife cutter Minerva 

to tho front so ably in her tirst race June 15. 
The wind was biowing steadily frédm the 

southward. It was just the kind of a breeze 

afd day to stretch new sails and test new rig- 
ging. The Liris’s sails were bert early yester- 
day morning: and titted admirably. They are 
larger than those on any other New-York boat 
of her size, but she carries them well, and out 
on the lower bay in a spanking breéze her jee 
rail did not go within sight inches of the water, 
and she carried all her working sails. Her 
present mast is set a trifie further forward than 
her first one, and the result is she ig as handy 
as a pocket in a sailor’s shirt. She steers better 
than the day of hér race and yesterday sailed 
more satisfactorily in every way. The yachts 
that are as quick in stays are very rare. 

In just a fair breeze she will go about within 

two of her lengths, Skipper Sloan, without 

touching 4 rope, circled threé times around the 

Sloop Athlon, anchored off the Atlantic Basin, 

and at no time was the Liris more than seventy- 

tive feet from the stationary yacht. The new 
forty is in avery way, as lively for her size as 
the little Kathleen, also designed by Mr. 

Gardner, is for her dimensions. The 

Liris attracted considerable attention as 

she manguvred in the upper and lower 

bays. She went on the ways last evening at 

Mr. Wintringham’s yard, and on Sunday will go 

to Oyster Bay, ready for her cruise to Boston 

with the fleet of the Seawanhaka Corinthian 

Yacht Club, She is handled by a capital crew, 

and everything appears to be very fayorable to 

her. Her designer was highly pleased with her 
work yesterday. 

Mr. E. D. Morgan’s new Burgess forty, the 
Tomahawk, sailéd for Newport yesterday, 
where she will remain the greater part of the 
Summer. Mr. Morgan’s steel schooner, the 
Constellation, is not masted yet, butis having 
her interior fitted up at Piepgrass’s yard, City 
Island. She is expected to sail in two weeks.

Fox is still on the ways at City Island, be- 
ing put into proper shape for the Seawanhaka’s 
cruise, She is the flagship of the Seawanhaka’s 
fiest, and on the runs from port to port along 
the Sound will have many interesting races 
with the famous Mayflower, which will go on 
the cruise.

A RESIGNATION ACCEPTED 


MR. FINK WILL LEAVE THE 
TRUNK LINKS. -° 

THE CASTLE GARDEN CLEARING HOUSE 

REFERRED TO HIM BEFORE HE DE- 


PARTS—DRESSED-BEEF RATES AGAIN. 

The trunk liné Presidents accepted the resig- 
nation of Albert Fink, Commissioner of the 
Trunk Liné Association, yesterday. They did 
it because there was no other course left them. 
Mr. Fink insisted on resigning. No long vaca- 
tion would suithim. He wanted to be done 
with business, and he gave them to understand 
that he meant what he said in his letter of res- 
ignation. Thé Presidents know Mr. Fink well 
enough to understand that when he is in ear- 
nest abouta thing they have to do as he says, 
as a rule. 

The meeting at which the resignation of the 
Commissioner was accepted was held late in 
the afternoon, after a long session of the 
Presidents, traffic managers, and others, at 
which some very important railroad business 
was transacted. After this meeting adjourned 
Mr. Fink retired to his: private office and the 
Presidents discussed his resignation in secret. 
President Roberts of tlie Pennsylvania pre- 
sided. The statement made by Mr. Fink in his 
letter relative to the condition of his health 
and the necessity for absolute rest was the 
important factorin bringing the Presidents to 
agree to accept his resignation. After ‘this 
action was taken thé meeting was adjourned, 
subject to the call of thé Chair. President 
Roberts said afterward that he had not de- 
cided when to call another meeting. 

Nothing, it was announced, was said about 
naming # successor to Mr. Fink at yesterday’s 
meeting. Who the next Commissioner will bé 
is a thing that will be disoussed by railroad 
men With great interest. It is a twenty-five- 
thousand-dollar & year office, and there are 
plenty of big railroad men working torit. The 
Presidents have @ delicate task ahead of them, 
for the welfare of the association depends large- 
‘ly on the skill of the Commissioner at its head, 
and it will take a es! skillful man to fill the 
chair vacated by Mr. Fink. Some men high in 
railroad circles have predicted the downfall of 
the association, and the retirement of Mr. Fink 
is looked upon by them as a thing that may aid in 
the fulfillmentiof their prediction. The Commis- 
sioner looked yesterday as though a long rest 
would not only do him good, but was an abso- 
lute necessity. His resignation takes effect 
: aod 10, and he will then go to Europe without 

elay. 

Many matters of ithportahce were discussed 
at yesterday’s earlier meeting, and one result 
is that the eomplicated situation at the Castle 
Garden Cieating House is in better shape to be 
cleared up. Those af tie meeting were Presi- 
dent Fowler of the Ontario and Mobos! B. A. 
Hegeman, Traffic Manager of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western; President Roberts 
of the ry epee President Charies F. 
Mayer of the Baltimore and Ohio, John B. Gar- 
rett of the Lehigh Valley, Vice President Hay- 
den and Nathan Guilford of the New-York 
Central, President King ana Vice President 
Felton of the Erie, Joseph Hickson of the 
Grand Trunk, Commissioner Blanchard of 
the Central Traffic Association, L. J. 
Sargent, Traffic Manager of the Grand 
Trunk; ex-Gov. J. Gregory Smith, President 
of thé Vermont Central; Arthur Mills, General 
Traflic Manager of the Boston and Albany; Vice 
President W. P. Shinn of the New-York and 
New-Engiand, E. P. Vining, Freight Trafic Man- 
ager of the samé road; B. B. Phillips of the 
Fitchburg Road, and J. T. Furber of the Boston 
and Maine. Many of the representatives from 
the dependent roads were mainly interested in 
the discussion as to dressed-beef rates. 

The Emigrant Clearing House matter was 
first taken up and disctissed at great length. 
Finally the representative of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Company agreed to 
submit the matter to arbitration. The New- 
York, Ontario and Western has been willing to 
arbitrate its differences for some time, but this 
is the tirst time that the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western has agreed to an attempt at settle- 
ment by means of arbitration. By the rules of 
the association, Commissioner fink is the arbi- 
trator, and if he succeeds in settling this ques- 
tion before his resignation goes into effect, he 
will have solved a knotty problem. If the 
Lackawanna Company is not satisfied with his 
desision, is may call in another arbitrator to 
act with him. 

Dressed-beef rates were discussed at length. 
The contract which the Baltimore and Ohio has 
with certain dressed-beef shippers, which runs 
for five years, was found to bea stumbling 
block in the way of putting up the rates. The 
Commissioner was requested toask aruling from 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission as to the 
legality of the time contract. It was agreed to 
continue in effect after July 2 the rate of three- 
fourths of a cent per mile on refrigerator cars 
carrying dressed beef. 

The charges about hauling private cars over 
the Grand Trunk ajso came up for considera- 
tion. The Grand Trunk people say that they 
are abiding by. their contract. This matter, 
like the Emigrant Clearing House question, 
was left to arbitration.

A NEW LINE FOR THE ERIE. 


MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., June 27.—The Erie Rail- 
road Company’s civil engineers have finished 
the surveys they have been engazed upon for 
several months in Wayne, Susquehanna, and 
Lackawanna Counties, Penn., in which they 
have sought to find the most feasible route fora 
link of new road which will materially shorten 
the line of transportation between the com- 
pany’s extensive anthracite coal mines and the 
Eastern markets. Under the present condition 
of things coal mined in the company’s fields 


near Forest City is —— to New-York viathe 
Jefferson Branch to Susquehanna and thence 
by the main line, a roundabout carriage of over 
226 miles of road. It is possible by constructing 
a link of about twenty-five miles of new road 
between Forest City and some point on the 
company’s Honesdale or Erie ana Wyoming 
Branches to reach the main line at Lackawaxen 
by easier grudes and ata saving of over sixty 
miles Of carriags as regards ali Eastern points. 

About the time that the Gould and Fisk man- 
agement of the Erte Road acquired these Lack- 
awanna Coal fields, it also obtained a special 
charter for a short line across Wayne County to 
a@ connection with the Honesdale Branch. Now 
that the Ontario and Western Company is push- 
ing a branch from Hancock into the Lackawanna 
coal fields and theatens to become a powerful 
competitor of thé Erie in the eoal traffic to 
New-York and to New-Engiand, via the Pough- 
keepsie Bridge, the Erie seems to feel the neces- 
sity of improving its facilities for transporta- 
tion by building the new link indicated. The 
report of the engineers engaged in the surveys 
has not been made public, but it is understood 
that they recommend as the most feasible route 
that Which leaves Forest Cityand runs directly 
eastward through Griswold’s Gap in the Moosic 
Mountains to afi intersection With the Erie and 
Wyoming Branch at_ Middle Valley. The length 
of the new link will be about twenty-five miles, 
the maximum grade not exceeding 90 feet. 


ANOTHER ALTON MOVE. 

Cuicaco, June 27.—Thé Chicago and Alton 
Railroad is growing more and more aggressive. 
It has always been held that the roads having 
lines west of the Missouri River should break 
the bulk of their east-bound freight at that 
point instead of carrying it through solid to 
Chicago, and thus give the roads terminating at 
the river a chance to secure ashare of it. The 


Santa Fé conceded this point some time ago, 
but the Rock Isiand never did. The Aiton has 
now sent its agents into Kansas and is solicit- 
ing live stoek business at points on the Rock 
Tsiand Ratircad. On shipments thus obtained 
it proposes to ay the Rock Island its local rate 
to the Missouri River and taxe tho trafiic itself 
from theré to Uhicago, accepting as its propor- 
tion of the through rate whatever remains 
after deducting the Rock Island local rate west 
of the river. Thé Alton is in its war paint, and 
should the Rock Island resent this move, there 
seems certain to be a lively row.

RATES LIKELY TO GO DOWN. 

CHICAGO, June 27.—It is now pretty generally 
conceded that the low commodity tariff, which 
goes into effect on business to St. Paul July 5, 
will also be extended to the Missouri River. 
Thé Central Iowa and St. Paul and Kansas City 
Roads will carry the low rates as far West as 


Marshalitown. Moreover, the Sioux City mer- 
chants are already demanding that they be 
placed on an equitabie basis, as compared with 
St. Paul, and the Illinois Central is disposed to 
favor the reduction of rates demanded by its 
Sioux City patrons. A general reduction in 
commodity rates to all Missouri River points 
seems therefore inevitable.

URGHNI NEED OF FUNDS. 
- | 
THE JOHNSTOWN FINANCE COMMITTEX 
MAKES AN APPEAL. 

JOHNSTOWN, Penn., June 27.—A ciroulas 
signed by James McMillen and Cyrus Elder, the 
Chairman and Secretary of the Johnstown 
Finance Committee, has beén issued to all com 
mittees holding funds for the relief of tha 
Johnstown sufferers. The Johnstown Finance 
Committee, the circular says, represents that 
there is urgent necessity for the prompt and 
wise use of the money that has beén contributed 
for the relief of the sufferers. Large as 
these sums are they will do no more than 
to mitigate the present distress and to aid the 
people to make an effort for self-help. Thera 
are being constructed shelters fer families and 
places in which business can be carried on. It 
is impossible for the committee, or any number 
of committees, to supply the community with 
the things thatit needs, It needs everything, 
and the only way of relieving it isto supply 


to its individual members that which ther 
need, not merely for sustenance, but every- 
thing that ple require who are beginniug 
life upon a devastated trast of land. 

The Finance Committee has used a portion of 
the money it received for the labor incident to 
the distribution of necessaries, the colleetion of 
Statistics, &o. But it can watt no longer for the 
large sums of money that it learns the commit- 
tees throughout the country have. The Finance 
Committee has set on foot and will soon com- 
plete an accurate registration of all the surviy- 
ing sufferers, and it proposes to distribute 
among them the money it holds to relieve thei 
most pressing needs. The sum that each will 
get ll, however, be small, but will inspire 
them with hope. 

The working people are offered ample employ- 
ment, and as they own their own homes they 
are sticking to Johnstown in spite of their pres- 
ent privations. The méfohants and tradesmen 
seeing this, ate opening their stores in shanties. 
Thus on one hand is a community need'ag 
enough supplies from the merchants to enab’e 
them to do a good business, and the merchant 
are making an earnest effort to supply the de- 
mand. But the inability of the people to buy is 
causing great despondency upon the part of 
the merchant, which if not speedily checked 
will cause farther want and hopelessness. The 
only method to check this is to furnish the 
people with funds to purchase what will relieve 
them from their sufferings. 

The registration referred to takes into accd ant 
merely the survivors to be reached quickly oy 
the first distribution. The same machinery 
will collect accurate statistics, sothat by the 
time the good effacts of the first distribution 
shall have died away thé committees will be 
ane for afair and equitable further aistribu- 

on 


The committee is curtailing the free distribu- 
tion of all supplies for several reasons, There 
is a large amount of material that the sufferers | 
do not need, while the things that are needed 
the people are suffering fur. 

The committee naturally has much difficulty 
in satisfying the wants of 20,000 people when 
each one of them have different wants. Granted 
that the Nation has contributed $1,000,000, the 
quicker that the money reaches the sufferérs 
the more of it they will get, as it. costs mover 
to take ate of the organization. The comm. 
teés threughout the country are therefore 
urged to act at once and not wait for the pro- 
posed action of any one else. At the same time 
the Financial Committee is ready to change its 
Pian and do anything that will quickly bridge 
over the present sufferings. 


HARRISBURG, June 27.—The Flood Reltét

agent to Johnstown and distribute the fund 
under these principles: 


1. In that the said fund is in the nature of a 
charity to the needy, and not as a general indemnity 
for losses sustained.

needs or the extent of their suffering. 

3. That a distribution by percentage on the 
amount of losses would be manifestly unjust, as it 
would result in giving the largest sum to the per- 
son having lost the mest without regard to the 
value of the remaining estate of such person. 

4. That this fund cannot be used for the benefit of 
any yuvete or public corporation. 

5. That the fand must go only to the most needy 
sufferers from the floods, in accordance with. and in 
= spirit of, the trust impressed upon it by the 

onors.

GIANTS IN.A BATTING.MOOD | 


MILLIONS OF LOOUSTS. 
}-THE WINGED WONDER : THAT. AMAZES 
- ~*~ 
‘ THE LACKAWANNA. VALLEY. » 

SCRANTON, Penn, June 27.—Millions of mu-_ 
i sical locusts have appeared in the Lackawanna 
Valley within afew days. They are big, noisy 
‘ fellows, large-oyed and heavy, and with wings 
on which the letter “ W” is clearly defined. In 
the town of Arohbald, a few miles north of 
(Scranton, these winged visitors have been most 
numerous, and the people-are out at an unusu- 
ally early hour every morning trying to drive 
them away from the gardens, tor which they . 
show special fondness. The locusts begin their 
droning song early in theday. It is a melan- 
choly effort and sufficiently noisy and monot- 
onous to disturb the morning nap of the per- 
son who is in any way disposed to be nervous. . 
“There is no let-up to this monotonous music, 
and local naturalists are puzzled to know 
whether it is a vocal, instrumental, or merely 
acrobatic achievement. 

A few days ago dead:locusts were so numer- 
ouson the streets of Archbald that they could 
be scooped up by the shovelful, and live ones 
‘almost hid the leaves of the fruit trees from 
sight. Owing to the fear that they might kill 
the trees, the people made. energetic war upon 
‘them and Jarge numbers of the ominous insects 
‘perished, Some ot James Gilgallon’s goslings, 
which are rather ‘green’ just yet, felt that 
they had easy prey in the visitors and they 
joined in the war of extermination in a practical 
way. But their folly was the death of them. 
Within a few minutes three promising goslings 
were choked dead by their efforis to introduce 
three vigorous locusts into their “little insides.” 
This rather startled the proprietor, whe neartily 
wished *‘bad luck to the locusts,” and prevented 
the rest of his goslings from choking themselves 
by driving them away. 

The locusts have not damaged any oz the 
trees in the gardens so far as can be ascertained, 
butin the neighboring woods they have picked 
all the oak trees bare. When the locusts first 
appeared it was noticed that the sparrows were 
quick to attack them, and many interesting 
‘scenes were witnessed. The hardy sparrows 
feasted freely en the big-eyed invaders, but the 
fact that they let them alone after afew days 
showed that the food did not agree with them. 
The sparrow soon felt that: he might aa well 
swallow a smal! section of a barbed wire fence 
as a locust, and he rarely tackles that many- 
legged diet now. 

he locust makes splendid bait for black 
bass, according to some anglers whoclaim to 
have tried it. Probably the “‘W’’ on the wing 
-of the locust was asortof literary fascination 
for the ‘‘gamy” fish, and then again it is possi- 
ble that the bass may be struck with the ex-. 
pressive eyes of the insect. People who are 
not familiar with locust literature are wonder- 
ing where this year’a remarkable crop came 
from, and the subject presents an interesting 
study for the savants of the Laekawanna in- 
stitute, which igs supposed to be well up in en- 
tomology as well as in botany and in geology.

tain. They are here,,;however, in large num- 
bers, and if their looksdon’t belie them they are 
oapable of doing great damage in case they at- 
tack the erops. Ifadiet of culm or coal dust 
“would satisfy them, this valley could feed them 
for ages; but powdered anthracite may not be 
to their taste. The people of the Lackawanna 
Valley will not be. sorry when the locusts leave 
for other scenes. If the sparrows would eat 
them and die, as the three fooligh gosiings at 
Archbald did, there would not be much cause 
for regret, but the sparrowe are”*too cute for 
that, and just at present the noisy locusts seem 


to be making themselves “to hum” in this 
section.

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FARMERS WHRE NHEGLEOTED.. 
| WHE OONNECTIOUT LEGISLATURE © DID 
LITTLE FOR THEM. 
HARTFORD, Conn., June 27.—There has been 
‘considerable complaint since the adjournment 
of the Legislature that agricultural. interests 
throughout the State received oply a minimum 
of attention during tho session. The number 
-of laws affecting the interests of farmers, 
which were passed is much smaller than usual 
and could easily be counted on one’s fingers. 
Out of the largest bulk ef special legislation 
_ever enacted ata single session of the General 
‘Assembly in this State only slx measures dl- 
rectly related to the farming population. One 
of these was the incorporation of the Connecti- 
cut Dairymen’'s Association, and the second in- 
corporated the Connecticut Jersey Cattle 
. Breeders’ Association. A reorganization of the 
State Boara of. Agriculture..was effected. ‘Here- 
after the board will be composed of thirteen 
members, consisting of the Governor and one 
member from each of the Congressional dis- 
tricts to be appointed by him, and one person 
from each of the counties. The county repre- 
sentatives will be elected by the agricultural 
societies, farmers’ clubs, and Grangers in the 
county. The biennial appropriation for the 
State Board is $7,000. Tne experiment station 
at New-Haven will receive $16,000, and the 
wo. School wili also receive 
The total appropriation for the agricultural 
societies of the State is $15,000. The salary of 
the Dairy Commissioner was fixed at $1,500, 
He will also be allowed $1,000 a year for ex- 
gonees and $1,200 for official assistance, The 
iil appropriating $50,000 for new buildings 
and improvements at the Storrs Agriculturai 
School was defeated during the last hour of the 
session. It was carried through the House, but 
went to the wall in the Senate. 
tringent bills were passed against the adul- 
teration of molasses and fraud in the manu- 
facture and sale of vinegar. The Pay tor 
aduiterating niolasses is a fine of $500 or im- 
prisonment not exceeding one year, or both. 
The owner or keeper of domestic fowls is made 
liable for the damage which they may occasion 
when allowed torun atilarge. After notice is 
served each case of trespass is subject to a fine 
of $7. Another new statute prohibite the using 
of barbed wire in divisional fences within 
twenty-five rods of the house or farm belonging 
to an adjoining proprietor without written con- 
sent from such owner. 
| _ One of the most important statutes adopted 
during the session, suo far as the farmers are 
concerned, prohibits the arbitrary removal of 
farm crossings by railroad companies. The un- 
loading and transportation of fertilizers has 
been placed under the control of Beards of 
Healthinthe towns ofthe State. The Legis- 
lature also enacted a law designating the num- 
ber of pounds of grain and vegetables in a bush- 
el. Aside from the statutes referred to nothing 
was accomplished for the farmers during the 
session. There is ground for the complaint that 
. the agricultural interests of the State have not 
received their share of attention Quring the six 
maonths in which the Legislature has been here, 


PLENTY OF ROOM FOR CAMPS. 


‘-GENTEEL SQUATTEKS ON STATE LANDS 
TO BE FORCED TO LEAVE, 

ALBANY, June 27.—Under the direction of the 
State Forest Commission signs are being paint- 
}ed in large letters reading: ‘State Lands.” 

These are to be placed on the islands in Lake 
George owned by the State. Upon many of 
these islands are handsome villas erected by 
wealthy people whom the Commissioners of the 
Land Office appointed “custodians.” -This was 
a simple way to get an elegant Summer home 
free from intrusion, and on one of the handsom- 
est sheets of water in this country. ; 

One of the first moves of the Forest Commis- 
sion when it was created was to move against 
these custodians and try to displace them. The 
fight was a long one, but it was finally settled 
that the islands were State lands, and as such 
came under the jurisdiction and control of the 
Forest Commission. To displace these people 
was a difficult matter, and, other ways failing, the 
Commissioners hit upon the scheme of inviting 
the public indiscriminately to camp on the 
islands. To facilitate this a man has been sta- 
tioned on ‘100 island,” whose duty it is to 
furnish all information possibie and to select 
places for camping parties who go to Lake 
George. The Commissioners say there is no 
better place in the State for students and others 
intending to go into camp than here. Parties 
intending to go into eamp are requested to ad- 
dress them at their office in Albany, where all 
possible information will be furnished and sug- 
gestions offered. As there is room for 1,000 
camps, none need feel any diffidence avout the 
matter. ‘The land is there, and it might as 
well be used by persons who like camping,” 
said one of the Commissioners, ‘‘and we would 
like to fill the islands with campers.”’ 








BELLE STARR'S SON OAPTURED. 

CHICAGO, June 27.—A dispatch ‘from Fort 
Smith, Ark., says: ‘“‘Government oflicers yes- 
terday succeeded in capturing Ed Reed, the 
son of the famous Belle Starr. Reed is wanted 
on & dozen charges, and, with the conspicuous 
bravery that has made him famous in the crim- 
inal history of the West, he. openly marched 
into this city witha number of stolen horses 
and proceeded to sell them.

The proclamation of Gov. NICHOLLS. of 
Louisiana calling on the Sheriffs and other 
law officers of the State to enforce the 
statute prohibiting prize fights within its 


] limits gives ground for hope that public 


sentiment against these brutalizing exhibi- 
tions is spreading even in those sections of 
the country where they have been hitherto 
held in some favor. It is pretty safe to as- 
sume that in face of this proclamation the 
tighters will avoid Louisiana, and that if 
they are foolhardy enough to ignore it and 
attempt to fight in that Siate they will be 
arrested and punished under the Louisiana 
law. Gov. NICHOLLS has set a noble ex- 
ample, which should be followed by the 
Governor of Texas and other Southern 
States which are in danger of an invasion 
of brutes in human form in the near future. 
Prize fights can be stamped out in this 
country if executive officers ‘will only do 


their duty. There is law enough to cover 


them; what is wanted is its enforcement. 








The renewal by the North German Gazeite 
of its attack on Switzerland because its 
Government refuses to allow any other to 
police its territory under any pretext or for 
any purpose is probably only a lingering 
snarl kept up for the sake of consistency. 
The speech of M. Droz, the Swiss Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, upon this question has 
awakened a cordial response throughout all 
the enlightened press of Europe. It was 
manly and dignified and in the tone ofa 
Government that can command ihe respect 
of itsallies because it maintains its self- 
respect. That the Swiss Government will 
if necessary increase its vigilance in the 
cases of suspected plotters against the peace 
of Germany is undoubtedly true, but the 
brutal threats with which the Gazette has 
treated it will have no eftect. 








TAMMANY’S FIGHT FOR AQUEDUCT 
SPOILS. 

If it be assamed that Corporation Coun- 
sel CLARK has rightly interpreted the law, 
then the appointment of Gen. DUANE asa 
member ot the Aqueduct Commission was 
originally invalid. he has at no time been a 
member of the commission, and his place, be- 
ing vacant, may be filled at the pleasure of 
the Mayor. ‘The Mayor declines to make any 
announcement of his intentions; but if he 
should proceed to make an appointment at 
once, Gen. DUANE would be compelled to 
make his fight from the outside by calling 
upon the new appointee to show in the 
courts by what warrant he held the office. 

The law question involved is not so sim- 


-ple asit looks. The act constituting the 


present Aqueduct Commission is Chapter 
584 of the Laws of 1888, passed at the 
special session of the Legislature called in 
July of that year. It declares that the 
**said Commissioners, other than the 
Mayor, the Controller, and the Commis- 
sioneref Public Works, * * * shall hold 
no other Federal, State, or municipal of- 
fice except the office of Notary, Public or 
Commissioner of Deeds.” At the time 
the Tammany men first raised the 
question of the validity of Gen. 
DUANE’S appointment last Winter, they 
relied confidently upon the decision of the 
Supreme Court in the case of TYLER versus 
the United States. The question raised in 
this case was whether TYLER, being upon 
the retired list of the army, was entitled at 
the end of five years to an increase of pay 
such as he would have received had he 
been tipon the active list. The opinion was 
written by Justice MILLER, (United States 
Reports, 1@5,) and from the paragraph we 
quote below the Tammany men derived 
great comfort: 

_“Itis impossible to hold that men who are 
declared by statute to bea part of the army, 
who may wear its uniform, whose name should 
be borne upon its army register, who may be 
assigned by their superior officers to specified 
duties, be detailed as other officers are, who 
are subjected to the rules and articles of war, 
and may be tried, not by a jury as other 
citizens are, but by a military court-martial 
fur any breach of those rules, and whe may 


finally be dismissed on such trial from 
the service In disgrace are still notin the mili- 


‘tary service. If Congress chose to provide for 


their qualified relief from active auty for di- 
minished compensation it did not discharge 
them from their obligatiuns as part of tho army 
of'tne United States. We are of the opinion 
that retired officers are jn the military service 
of the Government and that the increaned pay 
of 10 per cent. for each five years’ service ap- 
plies to the years so passed in the service after 
retirement as we}l as before.” 

No.lawyer, and certainly no layman, can 
presume to say what the ruling of the 
courts will be in the case of Gen. DUANE. 
It may be identical with that in TyLEr’s 
caso, or itmay be materially different. The 
opinion based upon common-sense reasoning 
would be that Gen. DuaNE holds no office 
under the Federal Government, since he 
perferms no service, and that the three- 
fourths pay which he draws as a retired of- 
ficer is to be considered merely as a pension. 
Further, that the obvious intention of the 
Legislature in the enactment of 1888 was 
to declare that none of the citizen Commis- 
sioners should hold any Federal or other 
office whose duties would conflict or ipter- 
fere with the faithful performance of the 
duties of an Aqueduct Commissioner. 

If this epinion should prevail with the 
courts, the appointment of Gen. . DUANE 
would obviously be declared valid, and 
the Tammany men would gnash their 
veeth in rage and disappointment But 
lay common senseisone thing and law is 
often. quite another.

CHURCH, at present consulting engineer of 
the aqueduct, has also been mentioned, but 
only by those who are ignorant of the fact 
that under the terms of the act the person 
appointed by the Mayor to fill any vacancy 
in the commission must be ‘a member of 
the same political party as the person 
whom he is appointed to succeed.” Gen. 


‘DUANE is a Democrat, and Mr. CHURCH, 


being a member ef the Committee on Polit- 
ical Reform of the Union League Club, must 
be set dewn as a. Republican. We wish 
that the Mayor were able to take a some- 
What higher view of his duties than he has 
yet shown himself able to take, and that he 
might act in this emergency solely in the 
public interest without regard to Tammany 
patronage. But the wish is probably 
vain, for if the Mayor acts at all, 
we have no doubt that he will be 
guided by the desire to promote the 
interests of Tammany Hall. In that case it 
will dependentirely upon Controller MYERS 
whether the immense sums yet to be dis- 
bursed by the commission shall become 
Tammany spoils. This is aboyt the last 
ditch of the County Democracy, and, if the 
Controller should yield, Tammany would 
be so completely in possession of the town 
that it would be hardly worth while for 
Mr. PowER to make any pretense of keep- 
ing up his organization for the canvass 
next Fall. 








Mk. ROOSEVELT ON THE REFORM 
LAW. 


Mr. ROOSEVELT, in giving an account of 
the recent tour of inspection made by the 
Civil Service Commissioners, says: ‘*We 
feel fully convinced that the greatest serv- 
ice we can render the cause of civil service 
reform is to make 1t evident that the law is 
to be honestly enforced, and that there is 
no back door by which it can be evaded. 
We have been putting up the bars ata 
pretty lively rate so far, and I think people 
are now beginning to understand that the 
commission means business.” This is an 
encouraging and, we believe, an entirely 
true statement. The Commissioners have 
done much to convince the people that they 
**mean business.” Perhaps the most impor- 
tant general feature of their policy is the 
active and vigilant supervision that 
they have entered upon. It is true 
that they cannot, with the very limited 
means at their disposal, make this super- 
vision general, as it ought to be. But the 
examples of it that they have given in some 
conspicuous instances, and the thorough- 
ness and impartiality that they have shown 
in these, will have a strong influence upon 
the whole service. No unfaithful or treach- 
erous officer anywhere will be sure that the 
commission will not light upon his place 
any day, overhaul his records, examine his 
subordinates, and all in the most open and 
public manner, so that his actions may be 
known and criticised of all men. This is an 
excessively trying and annoying situation 
for your spoilsman, who regards public 
office as a purely private or, at most, a 
party affair, with which the public has no 
concern whatever. But it is the interest of 
honest. men and the duty of those who are 
in the commission to aggravate this situa- 
tion in every way possible until it becomes 
intolerable. 

The second important feature of the 
commission’s policy, and quite in line 
with the first, is the requirement that 
the names. on the eligible list shall be 
made public, and also, as-we judge from 
their course in. Indianapolis, that the three 
names certified by any Examining Board 
for any vacancy shall: be posted in an ac- 
cessible place in the respective offices. 
This will have about the same tendency 
in the case of the spoilsmen in office that 
the device of remeving screens from the 
fronts of barrooms has in the case of liquor 
drinking. It may not suppress abuses, but 
it will tend to expose them, and exposure 
will bring, in the long run, that con- 
demnation in public’ opinion which is 
not without its effect. Another feature 
of importance, and one that may be 
indefinitely extended, was exemplified 
in Indianapolis, where Mr. FIsHBACK 
was added to the lecal Board of 
Examiners in the Post Office. Ho isa man 
of ability and of unquestionable honor, 
and: he is thoroughly in sympathy with 
the purposes of the law as understood by 
the Commissioners. One such man on each 
important Board of Examiners is a valua- 
ble and constant guarantee of the honesty 
and efficiency of the work. These facts 
are enough to show that the commission is 
doing excellent service. It is greatly to their 
credit, and, without any reflection on the 
other Commissioners, we may say that. it 
is especially creditable to Mr. RoosEVELT, 
who sacrifices considerable private inter- 
ests to the performance of a difficult task, 
and cordially invites the open and secret 
hatred of those in his own party who are 
generally believed to have the futune of 
young men in politics in theif keeping. 

But there ure some things in the situation 
that are not so gratifying, even with regard 
to the limited field of the commissfon. 
One is that the commission has not the 
means to carry on its work as it ought to 
be carried on. Despite the very small sal- 
ary paid, the Government has luckily got 
three Commissioners of exceptional ability 
‘and experience. But with the money voted 
to their use the commission aannot keep up 
fnlly and accurately with their difficult 
work.§ The second, and even mere impor-

is obviously unfair and unbusinesslike, and 
hampers the commission and the law.in a 
manner that is always unfertunate and is 
sometimes disgraceful. The work of the 
examiners is at best difficult and tedious. 
In the larger offices it is frequently very 
exacting. It ought to be .fairly and regu- 
larly paid. It sheuld be treated at least as 
well asthe ordinary routine work of the 
service instead of being regarded as a mat- 
ter of minor consequence. We wish we 


could believe that Congress is as likely to’ 


remedy this defect as it is to embrace every 
opportunity to cripple the law. 


THE ALDERMEN. 

Certain Tammany Aldermen, disappointed 
in failing to obtain more lucrative offices 
than they now hold, have emitted what 
they consider to be the awful threat of re- 
signing ina body. It-.costs a great deal of 
money, they allege, to be elected, and the 
Aldermanic business is no longer what it 
was. Itisthus the interest of Aldermen, 
as the peet states that it is the duty of 
men in general, to rise‘on stepping stones 
of their dead selves to higher things. 
There is indeed a refreshing evidence of 
political regeneration in the willingness of 
an Alderman to give up his Aldermanhood 
for a place of $2,750 a year and no steal- 
ings in sight. 

There is, however, no ground for the 
alarm lest the Aldermen may paralyze the 
activity of the city by refusing to serve. 
The statute that has been invoked to show 
that an Alderman once chosen must serve 
his term through, it is needless to say, 
shows nothing of the sort. Noman can be 
compelled against his will to remain an 
Alderman when he is once convinced that 
it is unrighteous or disreputable or that 
there is nu money init. . There is nothing 
to prevent the Aldermen, if they were so 
minded, from all resigning tegether, and 
they are at liberty to carry out the awful 
menace to which some of them have given 
utterance. 

It would be extremely interesting to see 
what would happen if they took this vin- 
dictive, not to say misanthropic, course. 
They are clearly of the opinion that grass 
would grow in the streets and ships rot at 
the wharves, and that a desperate people 
would double their salaries and a baffled 
Legislature extend their chances of larceny, 
in order to avert this calamity. In point 
of fact, grass would grow nowhere that it 
does not grow now, except possibly on the 
floors of some of the saloons near the City 
Hail. The applicants for meat racks and 
for awnings would be puzzled for a time to 
know to whom to direct their petitions, 
but would at last erect those conveniences 
in firm reliance upon the inefficiency of the 
Bureau of Incumbrances. Nothing would 
be altered in our municipal economy except 
that the salaries of the Aldermen would be 
saved to the city. 

In truth, the act of resignation by the 
united Aldermen would be followed by a 
display of that attribute on the part of the 
community which would at once confound 
the statesmen who had refused their serv- 
ices to an ungrateful people and put a very 
obvious suggestion before the people in a 
very practical form. The suggestion is, 
Why should we have any Board of Alder- 
men atall? Itis as clear now as it would 
be if the Aldermen were in fact to resign 
that their official existence is a mere 
survival from the time when each ward 
really elected its own officers, and when 
neighborhood repute was a safe guide in 
the choice of these officers. Years ago we 
were driven to recognize that this state of 
things no longer existed in New-York. The 
Board of Aldermen was made up of boors 
and thieves, and in self-defense we were 
forced to take away from it every sub- 
stantial power. ‘The real city legislature is 
the Board of Estimate. The Aldermen 
are not permitted to do anything 
which could not be better done, 
and very far cheaper, by heads of 
bureaus. The contrast between the work 
actually performed by the board and the 
amount paid for itis appalling. It is only 
the name and the form of a local legislat- 
ure that the Aldermen retain. Why should 
they be permitted to carry on this empty 
and expensive mockery ? Why, in a word, 
should not the Board ef Aldermen be abol- 
ished? The more this question is consid- 
ered, the more clearly it will be seen that 
there is no reason. 





THE MAN. OR THE MASSACRE? 

The statue erected in memory of Capt. 
JOHN MASON, destroyer of the Pequot In- 
dians of Connecticut, and‘ unveiled with 
imposing ceremonies at Pequot Hill, near 
Mystic, may be accepted: as an honer 
te a brave and energetic officer who car- 
ried out in Cromwellian fashion the or- 
ders he had received. There appears to ve 
atendency, however, to assert a good deal 
more than this. Colonial history is ran- 
sacked for instances of murder and rapine on 
the part of the Pequots in order to magnify 
the importance of Mason’s raid and give 
some color of justice to the wholesale mur- 
der of men, women, and children surprised 
in their sleep. The wisdom of such claims 
is questionable, for they rouse people to ex- 
amine the facts. Those who do not sub- 
scribe to the frentier maxim that the only 
good Indian is a dead Indian are sure to be 
appalled as soon as they investigate the 
matter. 

That the English settlers of New-Plym- 
outh colonized the Cennecticut at Wind sor 
without a shadow of right, running by the 
Dutch fort on the plea that they meant to 
trade only, is the testimony of BRADFORD 
and WintTHRop. A sea Captain named 
STONE was, with his ship’s company, seized 
and killed there by the Pequots; he traded 
at all the ports and was on good terms with 
the Virginians, the Dutch, and the Puri- 
tans, though indifferently versed in the 
knowledge of mine and thine. The Dutch 
Governor of New-Netherlands punished the 
Indians for this outrage so severely that 
the latter opened negotiations with the 
Boston men, who exacted the return of the 
survivors of STONE’s crew and a fine, de- 
manded the right to trade en and colonize 
the Mystic, Thames, and Connecticut, and 
gave the simple savages to understand that 
they would help them against tue Dutch.

rendered. the murderers of STONE, and sent 
Joun Enpicott to exterminate them. 

ENDICOTT. raided. Block Island, and later 
destroyed .wigwams and canoes on the 
Thamés, but was either too kind-hearted or 
too lacking in energy todo the business as 
the Puritans wished. So in May of 1637 
a veteran of the wars. in the Low Countries 
headed a company of musketeers, recruited 
200 Narragansetts under MIANTONOMOH, 
and, entering the Mystic River, stele at 
dawn. on a fortified village of the Pequots. 
As 600 men, women, and children perished 
in the slaughter, it.is probable that the 
Narragansetts alone were equal in number 
to the fighters in’ this fort. Even so, the 
conquerors did not hold their ground, but 
retreated rapidly to their boats, pursued by 
the braves of another village. Reinforced 
from Massachusetts the mixed army of colo- 
nists and friendly Indians hunted the Pe- 
quots down, killing all the men and reserv- 
ing the women ‘and children for sale as 
slaves. 

This is the campaign for which JoHN Ma- 
SON has been celebrated for two centuries 
and a half. The Indians have never told their 
grievances. The dark and bloody aspect of 
the affair is learned from English writers who 
have no reason to paint things blacker than 
they were, but the contrary. For twe cent- 
uries and a half the mest has been made of 
homicides committed by individual Indians 
made drunk with “hoilands” and English 
rum ; thefts of apples by Indian girls: abu- 
sive talk and “insults” from braves ex- 
cited by their dances. We have had our 
ears deafened with the horrors of Indian 
guerrillas; literature and art have tried to 
show the pious. settler worshipping his 
God in spite of savages that lurk behind 
rock and tree. Whatis rather significant, 
however, and what is generally overlooked, 
is the date at which a given atrocity oc- 
curred. A. D. 1637 is a pretty early date: 
Before more breath is wasted in denouncing 
the Indian, it is-well to recollect that by 
1637 the shameful raids of ENDIcoTr and 
Mason had taken place. 

There was no more need for such butch- 
ery than for the execution by hanging and 
by “pressing” to death of a score or more 
worthy people of Salem fer witchcraft a 
half century later. This’ madness, indeed, 
may be considered the Indian’s revenge for 
inhuman conduct toward savages on the 
part of men whose months were full of 
cant. The enslaved Indians infected the 
children of the whites in whose households 
they lived. The Parris family of Salem, 
with whose little girls the plague began, 
had Indian slaves, and as the infection 
spread it.is curious to see how the spectre 
which appears to such half-crazed people as 
were honest in their denouncements is 
described as an Indian, though a “black 
man.” Those of the accused who were brow- 
beaten, terrified, or persuaded into confess- 
ing themselves witches, described, as a 
rule, an apparition which is nothing more 
or less than the bogey of which Indians 
stand in awe. Even when lying to save 
themselves—for HATHORN and his precious 
pack of rascals promised not to hang those 
who confessed, being apparently reselved 
to make as large a collection of witches as 
possible—the bogey was generally an In- 
dian, not a European, article. 

But it was the example set by the Puri- 
tans to the rest of the colonies that did 
most harm: When the feeble Kierr teok 
charge of New-Netherlands he succumbed 
to that example. Reversing the policy 
which had brought honor and profit to the 
Dutch colony, he, too, must try his hand at 
massacring defenseless Indians! In conse- 
quence the colony was soon brought so low 
that many settlers advocated the abandon- 
ment of the country. And as if the past 
never could teach the present, our national 
treatment of the Indians has been a series 
of repetitions of the Mason and Kieft af- 
fairs--promises broken, charges ‘trumped 
up, lands entered, outrages invited, and 
then some magnificent massacre! Truly it 
is needful to separate the man from the 
campaign, the individual from the greedy 
land grabbers whose tool he was! Capt. 
JOHN Mason may look in bronze upon a 
lovely stretch ef counties from the height 
on which he stands, but if he can also look 
in spirit, and has learned anything during 
the last two centuries, he will curse the day 
when he set such an example to the follow- 
ing ages.

But 
‘if THE Times has the impression that I was 
lukewarm in the Democratic cause last year or 
that I am not heartily in favor of tariff reform 
in all that the term implies it is greatiy in error. 
I was not satisfied with Mr. Cleveland’s Ad- 
ministration prior to his message of December, 


1887, but from that moment I pecame one of 
his most earnest supporters, and in my humble 
way 1 did everything in my vower to promote 
his nomination and re-election. From my early 
manhood I have advocated the doctrine of tariff 
reform, and if the Democracy abandons its plat- 
form of 1888 I snall feel that 1t has abandoned 
its immediate mission. 

I founa it impossible.to attend the recent 
meeting of the National Committee, and so 
gave my proxy to Senator Adame of this State. 
If that gentleman represented me as inimical 
to Mr. Cleveland or opposed to his policy, he 
did me a great wrong, and I am forced to repu- 
diate his statements. My only objection to the 
Mills bill was its conservatism, and to the mes- 
Saye that it was bot written in 1885. Soearnest 
Was my desire to see the party successful that 
I abandoned my office for nearly three months, 
accepted the Chairmanship of the State Central 
Committee, contributed more than I could 
afford to the campaign fund, and made the best 
fight I could against overwhelming odds. It is 
rather humiliating under the circumstances to 
appear in the columns of a great metropolitan 
journal as the one member of a National Com- 
mittee who played false to his party and his 
country. 

Under the circumstances, Mr. Editor, will 
you not do me the justice to say through your 
editorial columns that I am emphatically in 
favor ef casting the lines of battle in 1892 
where they were cast in 1888; that I was and 
am.in favor of the one great industrial issue of 
the day, and that I did not “knife” Mr. Cleve- 
land or play the party false. Those who know 
me need no such assurance, but, unfortunately 
for me, my circle of acquaintance is limited, 
while the readers of THE TrMkgs are legion. 

I have to-day written to the Sun, asking a 
similar favor, and trust it will be granted. If 
that paper had supported. Mr. Cleveland with 
half the zeal with which it seems to welcome 
the supposed discovery of a fellow apostate, it 
Might have been better for our ticket, and 
therefore for our country.

ART NOTES. 


Visitors to the collections of the New-York 
Historical Society may have seen in the base- 
ment certain large slabs from Assyria ranged 
against the walls. The commonest decoration 
is an eagle-headed genius, with immense wings, 
offering what looks like a pine cone to a fantas- 


tic plant. There are usually two genii, eagle or 
human heads, one on each side of the “ tree”; 
they generally hold in the other hand a sort of 
basket. No one heretofore has established very 
convincingly the meaning of this decorative 
design common to Assyrian palaces, The 
** tree” has been thought identical with the 
“groves” of the heathen, against the worship 
of which the Jews were constantly warned by 
their prophets. The pine cone has been ex- 
Diained as a symbol of the masculine 
element in nature. The eagle head and 
wings represent science and power, Vis- 
ion and swiftness. Mr. Edward B. Tylor 
announces in the Academy that be is at work on 
an explanation of these figures in comradeship 
with Prof. Sayce, and gives the clue lest some- 
body should forestall him during the coming 
months while he is sifting and arranging the 
evidence. His view is this: The conventional 
figure is the palm, which was a plant of the ut- 
most importance to the Assyriuns, for they used 
it not only for food and drink, but in every pos- 
sible way on land and water. ‘The genii repre- 
sent the winds, without which the palm is ster- 
ile. For tbe sexes are different on separate 
palms, and if the wind does not convey the pol- 
ien from the male to the female flowers there is 
no fruit. Mr. Tylor has recognized in the cone- 
shaped object which the genii hold in their right 
hands, with the point directed toward the palm 
tree, nothing less than the fower-base of the male 
palm as it appears when the sheath has fallen 
away and the pollen is ready to take flight. The 
prominence given to this act in the comedy of 
“The Loves of the Flowors” results from the 
fact that on the Euphrates the loss of the date 
crop meant a famine when huge populations 
existed there. This ingenious explanation has 
many superficial signs of likelihood. 


The needlework in panels for tapestry shown 
at Johnston, Norman & Co,’s in London receives 
high praise, and as it is by American work- 


women it serves to counterpolse much ignorant 
clamor that 1s heard just now against American 
art represented in Paris. he ‘Birth of 
Psyche” and “The Winged Moon,” by Miss 
Dora Wheeler, please the Atheneum ; also the 
gorgeous needlework ‘* Dragon,” by Miss Clark, 
and the embroidered curtain by Mrs. Wheeler. 
But the critic is most surprised at american 
stained glass. ‘‘Among the finest things are 
the stained glass panels, remarkable for deep 
aud brilliant hues interfused with opalescence 
of an amazing charm which was quite unknewn 
to us till now, and precious because it not only 
tells with exceptional splendor when the ex- 
amples are seen under transmitted light, but 
gives a new beauty when th are seen under 
reflected light, in which ordinary stained glass 
forfeits, of course, the greater part of its charm. 
Mr. John La Farge is the abiest designer of 
panels of this kind, and he has mastered that 
seeret of the coloration of stained glass of vary- 
ing thicknesses, and, of course, as various 
depths ana brilliance of hues. This secret, 
which was part of the A BC of medizval art- 
ists, hes long been an unfathomable mystery to 
the greater number of the European,.tradesmen 
who make and sell what they call stained glass 
windows. Windows they may be, but, unlike 
the super-splendid panels of Mr. La Farge, they 
are far from being works of art. -The gorgeous- 
ness and harmonies of his vitreous jewelry must 
be seen to be appreciated.” 


Dr. Charles Waldstein, who has recently oc- 
cupied for a few months the directorship of the 
American School at Athens, proposes to resign 


his position at Cambridge, England, as curator 
of: the Fitzwilliam Museum, but retain his 
lectureships in the university. Dr. Waldstein 
visited Constantinople last Winter, and has a 
good word to say for Hamdi Bey, the educated 
Turk who enrages European antiquarians by 
endeavoring to secure for his conntry’s mu- 
seum all the yields of excavations in Asia 
Minor and elsewhere. Dr. Waldstein will re- 
turn to the United States for a month or two 
this Summer. 

If half 1s true that M. Emile Cartailhac tells 
about the remains of primitive architecture on 
the Islands of Majorca and Minorca, the arch2- 
olugists of Spain, France, and Italy have been 
dullindeed. He reports to the Avadémie des 
Inscriptions that there are complete towns en 
these islands, surrounded by wails made of im- 
mense blocks of stone. There are /alayots, 
round towers builtin the same way over cayes 
or crypts, aud nau or navelag, elongated towers 
shaved like boats bottom up, which cover 
tomba, 

Speaking of the American decorative works 
shown in New Bond-street, London, the Athe- 
neum calls them novelties in the best sense of 
the word. They “exhibit characteristics of 
their own—sumptuous cvlors and admirable 
finish, the luxuries of craftsmanship of a fine 
order, being most marked of all. Design of the 
higher kind, which delights in pure and noble 
form, and the decorations arising from it are 
yet tocome. At-present even these subtle ele- 
ments are by no neans conspicuous by their ab- 
sence, as is usually the case in examples of 
voluptuous design.”

A NEWSPAPER TO BE SOLD. 

The Brooklyner Zeitung, a paper that was 
organized two years ago, is to be sold to-day at 
431 Broadway, Eastern District, under a fore- 
closure of @ mortgage. The men behind the 
enterprise were local Democratic politicians 
who were after the county advertising, valued 
at $15,000 a year. They induced the Aldermen 
to take that advertising away from the Freie 
Presse, tae local German Republican papor, on 
the representation that the Zeitung had the 
larger circulation.

Oi] and gas in this region are 
practically inexhaustible, and a pipe line to con- 
vey the latter into Buwling Green is being built.

CONOCESSIUNS FROM COANADA. 





THE EXPORT DUTY ON PINE LOGS TO 
BE REDUCED. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, June 27.—The Dominion 
Government, in view ofthe friendly attitude as- 
sumed bv the American Government in the pre- 
liminary negotiations now in progress for an 
adjustment of international disputes, has 
Gecided to reduce the export duty on 
Pine logs. from $3 to $2 per 1,000, vpoard 
measurement. This new arrangement 
goes into effect on Monday. For months past 
the Canadian lumbermen, alarmed at the threats 
of discrimination against Canadian lumber, 
have been clamoring for the complete removal 
of the export duty at present paid into the 
Canadian Treasury by American lumbermen op- 
erating in Canada. The duty was first imposed 
as the resuit of the demand of the Canadian 
Lumbermen’s Association, which imagined that 
Canadian forests would soon be depuded. Prior 
to the increase in the duty im November last 
millions of logs were annually towed across the 
xreat lakes to milis on the American side. Oper- 
ations since then have been restricted, but it is 
likely that the industry will be revived. 

lt is leagned on the best authority that the 
conferences between Secretary Blaine and Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, the British Ambassader at 
Washington, in regard te the fishery questions 
have proved of a very important character, and 
there will beimportant announcements slortly. 
Already the Canadian Government, througa 
the usual diplomatic channels, has expressed a 
willingness to remoye the import and export 
duties on all classes of lumber and woods, pro- 
vided the American authorities do the same. A 
satisfactory terminaiion of the negotiations ig 
anticipated.

THE REFORM IN PRACTICE] 


CIVIL SERVICE ON BUSINESS 
PEINCIPLES. 
THE SIGNIFICANT RECORD OF THE RE- + 
TIRING CHIEF OF THE BUREAU OF 
ENGRAVING AND PRINTING, 


WASHINGTON, June 27.—Mr. Edward 0.' 
Graves, Chief of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing and formerly Chief of the National 
Bank Redemption Bureau of the Treasury De- 
partment, sent his resignation to Secretary 
Windom to-day. A little later he received from 
Deputy Controller of the Currency Abraham 
the formal authorization of the Washington 
National Bank of Seattle, Washington Terri- 
tory, to transact a banking business with a cap- 
ital of $100,000. On Saturday next Mr. Graves 
will leave for Seattle to assume his place as 
President of the new bank. Ever since the 
election of last Fall he has contemplated 
leaving the Government service. In April. he : 
obtained a leave of absence an@ visited several 
far Western cities, with the purpose of making 
a choice of one in which he could apparently 
apply himself to private business most com- 
tortably and satisfactorily. Seattle was the 
most attractive of all the cities he visited, and 


tlie opportunities offered there were considered 
te be on most accounts the most promising. 
The recent tire in Seattle seemed likely to dis- 
courage the:undertaking for a time, but it has 
> mot taken the people of that thriving place 

Das to recover themselves, and the men who 
Were about to start the new bank are con- 
vinoed that the need of it was never greater | 
than it is now. The leading Directors in the 
bank are ex-Gov. Watson C. Squire, Robert 

Moran, the Mayor of the city; William R. For- 
rest, Oounty Auditor; Alfred Holman, Presi- 
dent of the Post Intelligencer Company; William 
C. Hill, a large real estate owner in Washing- 
ton, D. C., and Seattle, and other substantial 
capitalists. 

Mr. Gravesa's withdrawai from the Govern- 
ment service is recognized by every one who 
knows the fidelity and ability with which hehas 

devoted himself to that service to be a very 
sérious loss. He has held no place without im- 
proving its record. With intelligence above 
that of many of the best men, in 2 service not 
lacking in cood men, he has had an vye to the 
wise simplification of business and a constant 
regard to reasonable economy. He has been a 
stanch ‘supporter of the civil service reform, 
not because he was a mere theorist, but be- 
cause, in common with every frank and fair 
observer of the workings of a merit system, he 
knew that 1t was better than the spoils system. 
He has stuck to that system while he has 
been at the head of the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing, with the resulf that while 
there was some irritation among Congressmen 
because the patronage of that bureau was re- 
moved beyond their reach, there was never any 
complaint that any one of the patronage hunt- 
ers was treated otherwise than according to the 
strict rule of non-interference with business 
principles that the Chief had adopted with the 
approval of Secretary Manning and Secretary 
Faircnild. In submitting his resignation to 
secretary Windom, who expressed his regret 
at the departure ot Mr. Graves from the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing and wishes for his 
success in private business, Mr. Graves recalled 
briefly the history of his management of the 
bureau. In his report he says: 

“J think I can say with truth end propriety 
that the condition of this bureau has greatly 
improved since I took charge of it, attherequest 
of the late Secretary Manning, on tne 21st of 
May, 1885. During the four years that have 
sinco elapsed many changes have been made 
which have increased the economy and effi- 
cieacy of its administration, given greater sta- 
bility and certainty to the tenure of ite em- 
ployes, and elevation alike to the standard of 
qualification and the general character of the 
establishment. Among these changes have been 
the securing of specific appropriations un- 
der proper heads for the support of the 
bureau, in the place of the loose and indefinite 
system of appropriation that formerly pre- 
vailed; the discharge of superfluous employes 
and the doing away with unnecessary places; 
the adoption of a just system of promotion; 
the classification of the employes in regular 
grades, with fixed annual salaries arranged ac- 
cording to the importance and responsibility of 
their duties and their individual efficiency; and 
finally, the placing of the great body of the em- 
Pployes under the protection and beneficent in- 
finence of the civil service regulations. 

“«* At the same time the entire system of books, 
accounts, and reports has been revised and 
greatly simplified, so. that the work for which 
eighty-eight clerks were formerly required is 
now done in a much more complete and satis- 
factory manner by forty-five, better provision , 
has been made for the health and comfort of the 
omployes, new and expensive modern machin- 
ery has been introduced, and many vexatious 
and unnecessary restrictions on the employes, 
have been removed to the betterment of disci- 
pline and increase of the sense of individual 
responsibility, while those employed have had 
more constant employment and earned better 
wages than ever before. 

** During the time that [have had charge of 
the bureau not one person has been removed 
tor political reasons or to make place for an- 
other. Every one of the present officers and 
Superintendents of the bureau was in its em- 
ploy when I took charge of it, aud all but one 
of them held the same place that he-now holds. 
Of the twenty-one watchmen eighteen, includ- 
ing the Captain and two Lieutenants, were in 
the same pilaces that they now hold 
at the time of m. appointment— 
the three changes being caused by the 
promotion of one watchman to a higher place, 
the voluntary resignation, of another on ac- 
count of ill health, and the discharge of a third 
for gross misconduct. Every one of the 
entire force of clerks now employed in the bu- 
Treau was in its service on March 4, 1885. Dur- 
ing the whole of the current fiscal year the em- 

loyes have been under the civil service rules, 

n that time sixty-seven persons have entered 
the service of the bureau, of whom forty-four 
were certified by the Civil Service Commission 
as’standing highest in open competitive exami- 
netions, and twenty-three were apeersses to 
places exempt from examination. he persons 
—_ without examination were fifteen 
piate printers, two binders, one engravers, two 
Jaborers at $470 a year, and three charwomen 
at $240 @year. This handful of petty places 
measures the ‘patronage’ yielded by this great 
establishment during an entire year’s applica- 
tion of the principles of .civil service reform.

GLADSTONE ON THE IRISH UNION. 

Lonpon, June 27.—Mr. Gladstone has an arti- 
cle in the Nineteenth Century entitled ‘‘ Plain 
Speaking on the Irish Union.’ In it he says: 
“Sir Richard Webster, in examining Mr. Will- 
iam O’Brien béfore the Parnell Commission, 
implied that a grave charge would be proved 
against certain Irishmen if it could be shown 
that they regarded English power as alien. I 
should liked to have asked Mr. O’Brien whether 
the Irish, so far as he knew, regarded the act ot 
union as possessed of the same moral au- 
thority as the laws against theft and 
murder or as possessed of moral avthor- 
ity atall.. I do not doubt that Mr. O’Brien 
would have answered that they regarded 
it as an act of force to which Ireland was under, 
not a moral. but only a prudential obligation to 
conform. There may be immorality 1n mis- 
calculated resistance even to immoral Jaws, but 
such resistance is in itself immoral. The ques- 
tion is whether worship of the act of union is 
piety or superstition.” 

Dusuin, June 27.—Mr. O’Brien made a frery 
speech at Youghal to-day. He said that if the 
Government was wicked enough and the land- 
lerds insane enough to push the plantation 
acheme for vengeance on the tenants they 
would tind the whole Irish: race ready to strug- 
gle.against the scheme. The adoption of such 
@® plan was the best proof that all former 
schemos had failed. 


PEGS OE Teta 
KALNOKY WANTS PEACE. 

VieNNA, June 27.—Count Kalnoky, address- 
ing a committee of Hungarian Delegates to-day, 
said he was skeptical regarding the reported 
revolt at Novi-Bazar. He objected to pessimist 
judgments on Austria-Hungary’s Eastern policy, 
which was founded upon a spontaneous devel- 


opment of Balkan independence and was neces- 
surily slow in its effec He expressed doubt 
as to whether a Russo-Servian conven- 
tion was mooted, and said he had no 
reason to distrust the Servian Regents. 
He also said that. he approved the principle of 
Bulgarian development, and accepted Rouma- 
nia’s jealous tentatives for independence. This 
unselfish, treaty-observing policy was the best 
refutation of the imputation of aggrandizement. 
He had a firm belief in the formation of States 
possessing Vitality in themselves as the closing 

hase of the Eastern question. He was ardent- 
y desirous of deferring war as long as possible— 
better by far barren military expenditure. 
He deprecated. hasty interference in minor 
Balkan episodes as prejudicial to greater in- 
terests. 

Regarding Prince Ferdinand, Count Kalnoky 
said that were it not for the Berlin treaty Aus- 
tria would readily join in an initiative to recog- 
nize him as ruler of Bulgaria. The treaty, how- 
ever, required that a candidate for the Bulgarian 
throne should be recognized by Russia also be- 
‘fore his appointment would be legal. 


THE DELAGOA BAY TROUBLE. 

LONDON, June 27.—Advices from Delagoa 
Bay say that a British gunboat is expected to 
arrive there by Saturday. The railway em- 
ployes are preparing to make forcible resist- 
ance to any attempt on the part of Portugal to 
take charge of the work of constructing the 
road, 

Meetings of the company to whom Portu- 
gal granted a concession to build the Delagoa 


Bay Railway and of the Chamber of Commerce 
will be held in London to-morrow, and they 
will request the Stock Exchange and the Euro- 
pean Bourses to cease quoting Portuguese se- 
curities until Portugal has made reparation for 
her actions. 

It is understood that Mr. Blaine, in response 
to a petition, will send an American man-of- 
war to Delagoa Bay. 

The @lobe, commenting on Portugal’s con- 
duct in the matter of the Delagoa Bay Rail- 
way, says: “ Portugal has been guilty of an un- 
warrantable breach of faith and of shameful 
dishonesty, and has disgraced the national 
name.” 

A dispatch to the Daily Ohronicle from Dur- 
ban says: ‘‘The Governor of Delagoa Bay has 
‘telegraphed to the Portuguese Consul here that 
the decree canceling the railway concession has 
been rescinded, and that the company will con- 
tinue the building of the railroad.” 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 


Paris, June 27.—M. Eiffel to-day formally pre- 
sented the visiting American engineers to the 
Prefect of the Seine. Messrs. Whitmore, Towne, 
and Chanute made short speeches expressing 
their high appreciation of the fraternal reception 
th been given to them and their associ- 
ates by the French engineers. Their visit, they 
said, was primarily a manifestation of the deep 
sme felt by American citizens for France.

Prof. W. W. Goodwin was elected Vice Preal- 
dent, W. C. Lane of ’81 Secretary, and H. ©. 
Denny Treasurer. 

Delegates were chosen to the meeting of the 
United Chapters to be held at Saratoga in Sep- 
tember, and the constitution was amended so 
that hereafter the tirst eight selected for mem- 
bership from any graduating class shall be se- 
lected bY the preceding class. The Re- 
cording Secretary of the class shall 
then report the names of the twenty- 
five who stand highest in the first -year’s 
work on the bases on which scholarships are 
awarded, and from the twenty-five so selected 
the class itself shall elect seventeen members. 
This was the most important business of the 
session. 

The poem was by Mr. Percival Lowell, and 
was a graceful tribute to Oliver Wendell Holmes 
and Prof.. Pierce. 

The oration was delivered by ex-Minister 
Phelps and it dealt largely with international 

affairs. The speaker combatted the theory of 
the Earl of Lytton—that principles of morality 
have no control in the intercourse of nations; 
that Governinents are neither capable of nor 
amenable to ethical rules, and are to be guided 
only by considerations of expediency, and that 
obligations based upon the material rights of 
man have no place in determinifig the rules of 
international action. He declared that the time 
bad come when a consistent, distinctive, ana 
detinite American policy in international rela- 
tions should be established—ene that would 
not change with the exigencies of politics. It 
should prefer right to expediency, should be 
neither aggressive nor offensive, fair toward 
others while just to ourselves, invading no 
right we ourselves would not surrender, and 
establishing no precedent we may afterward 
wish to evade, 

“ But for the maintenance of a more effectual 
foreign policy it is not enough that it should be 
just and well considered, and that we should be 
united in support of it at home. We must like- 
wise be known to be strong enough to enforce 
it. At home we may pon f defy the world in 
arms, but by land we shall never be attacked, 
If we are ever so unfortunate as to be involved 
in war with any country great enough to go by 
the sea, tbe issue must be determined upon the 
sea and not upon the shore. I would propose, 
therefore, as one of the first steps toward such 
an internatiunal attitude as it ssems our coun- 
try should assume, and having assumed main- 
tain, that a naval force should be created that 
spould leave us: nothing to fear from collision 
with any other naval power in the world. 

“ Arbitration is one of the most plausible words 
in the English language, but it means one thing 
to those who have had much todo with it and 
quite another to those who have not. Never- 
theless, imperfect remedy as it is, it will con- 
tinue to be sometimes employed in a certain 
class of international disputes, especially ad- 
justment of money claims, public and private. 
But the ldea that it can ever be made the ulti- 
mate resort of nations in those more important 
quarrels that involve questions of principle or 
honor, or that have stirred the blood and movea 
the passions of men, appears to me altogether 
chimwerical. 

“Upon the line thus deliberately adopted the 
stand should be absolutely firm and unyield- 
ing. I do not say an administration ma 
not be overthrown for the defects and feat- 
ures of its foreign policy—its incompetence, 
its neglect, its blunders, That might well occur 
in the conduct of a foreign war, and yet every 
citizen be bound to support, as against the 
enemy, the very operations he disapproves, 
All 1 contend for is that questions re- 
lating to external affairs should be judged 
on their own merits and not upon party 
grounds; that the Government should be 
sustained abroad until a better one can be put 
In its place, and that it should be sustained in 
this particular at home till it is found to be in 
the wrong. We cannot afford to obtain party 
advantages at the expense of just foreign re- 
lations.” 

In referring to the position of our Ministers 
abroad Mr. Phelps said that a representative in 
& great capital of Europe should not only have 
his proper rank among his aiplomatic col- 
leacues, but should be provided witn an official 
residence becoming to the dignity of his coun- 
try, and be provided with a sufficient pecuniary 


.alluwance to enable him to maintain with credit 


the position in which he is placed and to return 
suitably hospitalities which he cannot decline.

RUN DOWN IN THE FOG. 


‘A SCHOONER CUT, IN TWO AND SUNK 
‘BY AN OCEAN STEAMER. 

Very fow persons were aware as they mopped 
theif hedted brows yesterday that a large, cool, 
and commodious fog bank was seated outside 
the bay and was waiting an opportunity to 
come up to the city. Such was the fact, never- 
theless, and the fog employed itself 
Meanwhile as fogs are wont, in both- 
ering the professional mariner as much 
as it could. At least one collision was 


the result of the fog. The steamship Bolivia, 
from Mediterranean ports, and with her usual 
complement of Italian emigrants on board, ran 
‘down and cut in two the American schooner 
Eval. Smith, bound from Richmond, Me., tor 
Philadelphia. The Captain and crew of the 
schooner, Which was heavily laden with ice, im- 
mediately. abandonea their vessel and were 


_ taken Gn’ board ‘the Bolivia. 


Capt. Adame of the Smith says that he was 
heading for the Jersey coast and was about off. 
Fire Island when the steamship struck him. 
The fog Was thick at the time, but all precau- 
tiuns had been taken to prevent collision. 
Suddenly .at- about. 3:30 o’slock the Bolivia 
‘loomed up out of the fog, struck the schooper 
just. aft of the main rigging, and cut 
fairly into the keel. . The schooner at once 
careen and was apparently sinking. The 
boat was lowered quickly and the Captain 
and the-entire crew of seven men jumped in and 
were rescued by tne Bolivia. They saved 
nothing. butthe clothes on their backs. The 
Smith; whieh appeared to be a perfect wreck 
and probably sank immediately, was of 412 
tons register, hailed from Somers Point, N. J., 
and was partially insured. She bad a cargo of 
670 tons of ice.

HOW THE PENNSYLVANIA RAILROAD 
REOPENED ITS = LINE. 

The opening of the Pennsylvania Railway for 

through traffic marks the practical eompletion 

of a work which has never been equaled in the 


‘annals of railroading. When the: tremendous 


blow of storm and flood fell in Western Penn- 
aylvania the east was cut off from the north 
and west; there was a middie district, with 
Altoona as its centre, which was isolated from 
every other section, while the extreme west, 
with its local capital at Pittsburg, was cut off 
from all assistance, save that of the lines west 
of that pvint. No sooner was the destruction 
done than work was begun to remedy it. Cof- 
struction trains and skilled workingmen, with 
aforce of, engineers, were sent from Philadel- 
phia to Harrisburg and thence to the first 


breaks in the line at Montgomery Bridge. The 
Altoona construction department was. sent on 
to the east and west for use at Manayuok and 
Mayes, while from Pittsburg workingmen and 
material were dispatched to Johnstown. ; 
The force working west from South fork in 
the Conemaugh Valley had. the most, ditfcult 
work to perform. Besides the rebuilding of the 
bridge at that point they were: obliged to re- 
place the Conemaugh Viaduct, © result is a 
splendid example of cortemporaneous engineer- 
ing. Itisatrestie bridge 400 feet long ana 78 
feet high, and 1s constructed ona curve. Solid 
heart timber was used in its construction, and 
it 18 almost as firm beneath the trains as though 
it were of stone. At Conemaugh a shelf had 
been cut out of the mountain side for the tratns 
to pass upon before thé flood, but when ‘the 
waters came this for adistance of. 1,500 feet 
was washed away. A trestle was bait in its 
place to accommodate two tracks. From the 


. eastern end of the trestle to the bridge at 


Johnstown, & distance of three miles, the track 
has been built apew. 

There were 5,000 men employed in construc- 
tion, ana they had to be provided with sleeping 
places and food. The former were provided in 
the shape of. cars fitted with berths; the latter 
had to be brought many miles. Electric hghtse 
were used for facilitating the night work, and 
in many instances gangs of men worked twenty- 
four hours on a stretch without rest, their sole 
aim being the completion of the work. 





ANXIOUS 10 GO 10 COLLEGE. 


EXAMINATIONS OF CANDIDATES NOW IN 
PROGRESS IN THIS CITY. 

College examinations were begun yesterday 
in the Young Men’s Christian Association Build- 
ing, and will be continued until the end of the 
week. Eighty-four applicants for admission to 
Yale Univeraity, of whom sixty intend to take 
the academic course and twenty-four to join 
the Sheftield Scientific School, presented them- 
selves at 11 o’clock to the examiners, Prof. 
Martin Wheeler of the Yale academic depart- 
ment and Prof. Daniel C. Eaton of the Shefiield 
School. About three-fourths of the number, 
most of whom belong to this city, expect to en- 
ter college this year, and are undergoing the 
full examination, but the remainder, will not 
enter until 1890, and are answering questions 
on certain selected studies only. In the aca- 
demic examinations the papers cover Latin, 
Greek, and mathematics, Latin and Greek his- 
tery, grammar, and German or French. In 
the Sheftield School examinations the subjects 
are Latin, mathematics, English and American 
history. From half an hour to an hour is giver 
for each paper. The examinations will end at 
10:45 Saturday morning, and the papets will be 
sent to New-Haven, whence the results will be 
announced later. 

Applicants. to the number of ninety-four are 
being examined by the Harvard examiner, 
George A. Bartlett, Professor of German at 
Harvard University. Thirty-four female candi- 
dates are among the number. The young men 
are almost all from schools in this city, and are 
desirous of entering the college’s academic de- 
partment. The young women undergo the ex- 
amination in order to secure admission into 
various female colleges, the indorsement of the 
Harvard. examinér being deemed by all of 
them a satisfactory guarantee. The examina- 
tions will last until 6 o'clock Saturday evening, 
and will include papers on elementary Latin 
and Greek, analytic, solid, and plane geometry; 
Latin, physics, algebra, history, English, Greex, 
French, logarithms, and trigonometry, French 
and German. The resuite of the éxaminations 
will be sent to the candidates from Cambridge.

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THE NAVY OF LEGITIME. 


‘Phe affairs of President Légitime of Hayti are’ 


in @ bad way according to G. B. Nelson, who 
has recently served as chief. engineer in Légi- 
time’s navy. Mr. Nelson went to Port qu Prince 
in’ March and became attached to the naval 
force, which consistea of three vessels of war 
anda gunboat. One vessel was disabled most 
of the time, however. 

After a long delay the engineer proceeded on 


, La Défense to bombard St. Marc's, a port held 
“by the army of the North. For forty-eight 


hours the bombardment was kept up, and then 
the vessel was forced to withdraw, as she mado 
a fair target for the gunners of the North- 
ern army, who had fortified an advantageous 
position. The gunners of. Hippolyte’s army, 
Engineer Nelson found, were expert marksmen, 


and much superior to those of Légitime’s forces, 
while the army of the North was much better 
drilled and under far better discipline 

hen the expedition returned to Port au 
Prince the. news was received that a gunboat 
belonging to the North was cruising off Jeremie 
and Jacmel, preventing the access of vessels to 
those places. La Défense was ordered down to 
annihilate Hippolyte’s gunboat, and, as an in- 
eentive, $60,000 was promised if the enemy’s 
vessel shoula be captured or sunk,. The gun- 
boat was found, and for four hours civilities 
were exchan in the form of a few shots. 
Nelson and three other white men attended to 
the guns, and the second shot carried away a 
portion of the bulwarks of the opposing vessel. 
According to Nelson her capture was then cer- 
tain, but, to the surprise of the white men, 
Comtnander Breffet ordered La Défense to aban- 
don the fight and withdraw. He seemed to be 
afraid that some of his men might get hurt 
The gunners protested, but to no avail, and La 
Défense steamed back to Port au Prince. — 

She next went down to Grand Saline to co- 
operate with the ram Toussaint lOuverture. 
For twenty days nothing was dono, and it was 
necessary to return. to Port jau Prince for pro- 
visione. As they did not get enough provisions, 
the white men left the service, and Engineer 
Nelson sailed on the steamer Prins Willem I. 
for New-York. ~ | 

Engineer Nelson says that Hippolyte has 
everything. in his: favor. At one point his 
forces were within four miles of Port au Prince 
when the Prins Willem sailed, and on anothor 
side. they were within sixteen miles. The army 
was only waiting for the sympathizers with the 
North living in Port au-Prince to give the 
word for an attack upon the city. Itcould be 
easily teken atan advantageous time. Mer- 
chants in Port au Prince are very tired of the 
war and disgusted with the manner in which 
it has been carriedon. They desire the matter 
settied as soon as possible. If Hippolyte wins, 
a Northern President will be chosen. 

Légitime, Mr. Nelson holds, was unfortunate 
in his Generals and the officers undér him. 
Gen, Pequant was said to have sold out the 
Southern army. for $250,000. On arriving at 
Port au Prince, after a retreat, the General fled 
to the French Consul for protection, which he 
received. He was afterward sent out of the 
country ona steamer and went to Cuba. The 
Southern army had no spirit and did not try to 
fight. The commander of the Northern army 
was concentrating his forces upon Port au 
Prince. The war in Hayti, Mr. Nelson believed, 
would soon be over, as confidence in Légitime 
and his army was pretty thoroughly exhausted. 


ALDERMAN SHEA RESIGNS. 





HE IS TO HAVE A LUCRATIVE JOB IN 

THE PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT. 

Absurd rumors that most of the Aidermen 
proposed to resign beeause they were regarded 
by the Governor and the Mayor as of little con- 
sequence found their only reason yesterday in 
the resignation of Alderman John B. Shea of the 
Twenty-fourth Ward. It was not sentiment 
that dictated this resignation. It was dollars 
and cents.

in his new position Mr. Shea will have charge 
of unpaid streets and roads below the Harlem 
River. He is a civil engineer by profession and 
a political disciple of Fire Commissioner Pur- 
roy, with whom he attended 8t. John’s ueliene 
at Fordham in their boyhood, and whom he 
followed out of Tammany Hall eight years azo, 
He was in the As- 
sembly four times, and matniy distinguished 
himself there by his advocacy of bilis in the in- 
terest of the Cable Railroad Company. His 
Parliamentary experience at Albany has en- 
‘abled him to shine at times in the Board of Al- 
dermen aguinst the background of the ignorance 
of his colleagues, yet he has not shown much 
interest in Ai¢ ermanic affairs.

“NOT TO BR EASILY FORCED OUT OF 


Py THE AQUEDUCT BOARD. 


Gen. James ©. Duane, President de facto as 
yet of the Aqueduct Board, was early at his 
office yesterday, pursuing the even tenor of his 
civic way, undisturbed by the question whether 
he was a de jure member of the board or not. 
He maintains that his appointment was clearly 
justified by law and that he cannot be removed 
by the Mayor. He said he would defend his 
right to the office to the utmost extremp of the 
law, Previous to his acceptance of the posi- 
tion he had obtained legal advice upon the 
question of his legal capacity to hold the office, 
and he was then advised that there was no 
reason why he should not accept the office in 
the fact of his being a retired officer of the 
United States Army. 

_ Mayor Grant was uncommunicative on the 
subject. He merely said that he would be in no 
hurry about making any change. At present 
he had no idea as to whom he should appoint, 
but the law as expounded by Corporation Coun- 
sel Clark seemed perfectly clear in the matter, 
and he thought an appointment would be made 
before long. Although he did not say so, he has 
had no conference with the leaders of bis party, 
without which itis not believed that any ap- 
pointment will be made. If Mr. Croker were 
less sphinxlike and would tell whom among 
Tammany’s husts he means to reward with this 
office, he could probably do so. Three names 
of men who are or have been connected in some 
capacity with the aqueduct system of the oit 
have been suggested for the place: Col. B. 8. 
Church, the former Chief Engineer, whose work 
the pew aqueduct will be, no matter whois 
Chief Engineer now or hereafter, and who ia 
now the consulting engineer; Edgar L, Ridg- 
way, a former Commissioner, who was legis- 
lated out of office by the passage of the act 
which opened the way for the appointment of 
Gen. Duane and Messrs. Howe, Scott, and 
Tucker, and finally, George W. Birdsall, Chief 
Engineer of the Croton Aqueduct. 

The first name suggested is not considered 
available at all. If Col. Church were an adher- 
ent of Tammany Hall and not a Republican, as 


he is, the Mayor might have no political objec- | 


tion to him, but even if he were a Tammanyite 
it would be improper to appoint him to the po- 
sition, because as Commissioner he woulda be 
called upon to pass upon his own work as Chief 
Engineer. Both of the other men suggested 
are Tammany Democrats. Mr. Birdsailis now 
in receipt of a salary of $7,000 as Chief Engineer 
of the Croton (old) Aqueduct, and it is doubtful 
whether he would like the idea of exchanging 
the office for one worth only $5,000, Ex Com- 
missioner Ridgway has never been a very 
active politician, and when the Senate investi- 
gating committee overhauled the old board of 
which he was a member they certified that they 
could find nothing discreditable in his record. 
Mr. Ridgway said yesterday that he was.in no 
sense a candidate and had received no intima- 
tion that he would be appointed, 





SEITLED AT LAST. 


MR. FISH’S COMMITTEE IS NOW READY: 


TO MEET ALL CLAIMS. 

Mr, Stuyvesant Fish, Chairman of the Enter- 
tainment Committee of the Centennial Commit- 
tee, yesterday received the $10,000 due for ball 
and banquet tickets from Elbridge T, Gerry and 
other members of the General Committee, and 
made haste to issue the following statement, 
which contains welcome news to the creditors 
who have been kept waiting for sixty days be- 


cause of the misunderstanding between the two 
committees: 


“The payment this day made to the Entertain- 
ment Commitice of $10,000 In cash, upon the vouch- 
er signed by Mr. Elbridge T. Gerry, Chairman of 
the Executive Committee, on April 3, 1889, tor 1,000 
tickets to the ballat$l0 each then delivered to 
him, and the collection by the Entertainment Com- 
mittee of other sums due it on account of tickets 
sold to the Pian and Scope Committee puts the En. 
tertainment Committee in funds to pay ite just 
debts. The fact that all of the money appropriated 
by the city has been drawn from its treasury will 
enable the Entertainment Committee to submit 
with ite accounts receipted vouchers for all dis- 
pursements, with the full assurance that none of 
such vouchers can be used for the purpose of draw- 
ing public moneys.” 

“I don’t like to crow,” said Mr. Fish yester- 
day, ‘‘ but of course I am not at all downcast at 
having carried the point my committee insisted 
upon. The committee, though much criticised, 
bas been dving business in a business way. 
Our Treasurer bad collected all money due us 
except this $10,000 on Mr. Gerry’s voucher. 
Now that that has been honored with acertitied 
check our assets are all in, and our Treasurer 
stands ready to meet all the committee's depts 
@s soon as Claims are presented. We shall now 
turnin our accounts to the city, and I believe 
they will show a surplus. The. money the com- 
mittee has will pay ali claims againstit without 
demands being made on the public Treasury, 
That settled, I’m going to Europe,” 





OPPOSITION TO A. B. ATKINS. 

The ambition of A. B. Atkins, a Brooklyn 
newspaper man, to be one of Collector Erbardt’s 
Deputy Collectors has stirred upsome more 
trouble for Mr. Erhardt. A committee of Brook- 
lyn Republicans called at the Custom House 
yesterday to protest that Atkins should not be 
appointed. Some of them are said to have come 
from the Kings County Executive Committee. 
One reason why they don’t want Atkins is be- 
cause he has been working on a Democratic 


paper and writing editorials calculated to in- 
jure the Republican Party. Another reason 
that is given out for them by politicians who 
should know is that they wautto head off At- 
kine, 80 that the chances of Theodore B. Willis 
to be appointed Surveyor of the Port will not 
be prejudiced.

Lhe names of E. B. Bartlett, Frank- 
in Woodruff, Quarantine Commissioner Nich- 
ols, and many Others are also on the_ petition, 
and it looks very much as though the Executive 
Committee of Kings County Kepublicans could 
keep right on protesting. 





THE “LITTLE LORD FAUNTLEROY” SUIT. 

The only witness examined yesterday in what 
bas come to be known as the “ Fauntleroy 
suit,” instituted by Frank W. Sanger against 
7. Henry French, was George W. Lynch, the 
pusiness manager for little Elsie Leslie. His 
testimony consisted of statements as to how 
the child actress came to be engaged to play in 
“Little Lord Fauntleroy.” He said that Mr.

ESTIMATES OU1 DOWN. 


MOST BROOKLYN BUDGETS SUFFER, BUT 
POLICEMEN’S PAY IS INCREASED. 

The members of the Brooklyn Board of Esti- 
mate had knives up their sleeves when they 
met yesterday and they used them vigorously 
on some of the budgets. The Board of Educa- 
tion caught it when the item of $300,000 for 
new buildings came up. The item was reduced 
to $200,000. The board then adopted the 
budget of the Charities Department as it was 
sent in—$543,400, but the estimate of the 
county expenses was reduced $180,000 by cut- 
ting $50,000 off the ‘‘jail loan” and $130,000 
off the installment on the refunded loan. The 
board refused an increase of $500 in the sala- 
ries of the Deputy Health Commissioner and 
the Secretary of the Health Department and 
reduced the item for a coutagious diseasé hos- 
pital $14,000. .The $18,040 asked fur the main- 
tenance of this hospital was stricken out. 

In the City Works budget the item for street 
paving was reduced from $150,000 to $100,000; 
those of $100,000 for pew piers at the foot of 
Forty-third and Forty-fourth streets, and of 
. $15, for a new public bath were stricken 
out. The cost of street lighting was reduced 
from $460,000 to $430,000. The estimate of 
the Park Department was liberally cut. The 
item for labor was reduced from $180,470 to 
ry , that for supplies from $83,482 to 

50, , that for repairs from $58,050 to 

1,350, that for the construction of Winthrop 
Park from $75, to $25,000, that for the 
Ocean Parkway from $50,000 to $20,000, and 
the item of $86,500 for general construction 
‘Was cut out altogether. 

The knives disappeared when the Police De- 

artinent budget was firet taken up, and the 
ollowing increases in salaries were allowed: 
Captains, from $2,000 to $2,200; teleggaph 
operators, from $1,500 to $1,750; boile? in- 
spectors, from $1,200 to $1,300; Sergeants, 
from $1,500 to $1,750; reundemen, from $1,100 
to $1,200; long-service patrolmen, from $1,050 
to $1,100; patrol boat engineers, from $1,000 to 
$1,100, This burst of generosity suddenly came 
to a stop, and the requests for $100,000 for a 
new headquarters, $50,000 for a new patrol 
boat, $50, for the extension of the telephone 
system, and $15,000 for burying electric wires 
were cut out. 

The Fire Department did not fare as well, and 
the first-grade men were the only ones to get an 
increase in salary. They will get $1,100 in- 
stead of $1,050. The following items were 
killed: Seventy-five thousand doliars for a new 
tire headquarters, $20,000 for duplicate tele- 
,gtaph machinery, &c., $60,000 fur two new 
engine companies and two new truck com- 

anies, $15,000 for a horse-training sechool, 

75,000 for a new tireboat. The board then in- 
serted $100,000 in thie budget for new sites 
and adjourned, 





FOR A NEW COASTING STEAMER. 

The Metropolitan Steamship Company, whose 
boats ply between this city and Boston, has 
contracted with Willlam Cramp & Sons of Phil- 
adelphig for a new steamer. She will be built 
of iron, nearly on the modol of the three new 
iron ships of the line—the Herman Winter, the 
General Whitney, and the H. F. Dimock—ex- 
cept that she will be broader in the waist. She 
will be provided with triple expansion engines 
and steam steering apparatus invented by Mr. 
Herman Winter, the architect and constructing 
engineer ot the line, who has drawn her designs 
and made her moiel. 

The vessel will be 279 feet long, 43 feet boam, 
and 31 feet depth of hold, and will register 
2,800 tons, while her engines are expected to 
work up from 1,200 to 1,500 horse wer. 
Though intended for a freighter, she will have 
all the conveniences of a tirst-class coasting 
passenger steamship, She will have a number 
of staterooms handsomely titted up on the 
upper deck. Itisexpected that her kee! wiil 
be laid this week at the Cramps’ yard in Phiia- 
deiphia, she will be named the H. M. Whitney, 
after the President of the company.

GOSSIP AT THE NAVY YARD. 


The Board of Survey on the Brooklyn and 
Essex has decided that both vessels should be 
repaired. The report has not yet gone on to 
Washington. In fact itis not yet signed. Itis 
understood that the board estimates the cost of 
repairs on the Essex at 12 per cent. of that ves- 
8sel’s original value, which was $300,000, In 
the case of the Brooklyn the estimated cost of 
repairs is placed at 12 per cent. of the vessel’s 
original value. It is said that $600,000 will 
build a vessel of the Brooklyn’s type. The re- 
Pairs on the Brookiyn’s engines are alone esti- 
mated at about $32,000. The officers compos- 
ing the Board of Survey are Capt. Kirkland and 
Naval Constructors Hoover, Woodward, and 
Armistead. The time necessary to repair the 
Essex is reckoned at sixty days, while for the 
Brooklyn ninety days will be needed. 

Notwithstanding this report, the majority of 
navy officers at the yard are of the opinion that 


the Brooklyn will never again see active serv- 
ice. Even if her engines were thoroughly over- 
hauled, itis doubtful if she could make over 
seven knots an hour. No Board of Survey has 
yet been held on the Quinnebang. At least such 
Was the statement at the chief construction 
office at the navy yard resterday. 

It the Brooklyn and Essex are to be repaired, 
there will be plenty of additional work for the 
Steam Engineering Department. Both vessels 
will have to have new boliers. 


In the Department of Steam Engineering, the 
work on the cross tail of tne Atlanta haa been 
completed, and allthe engineer stores of that 


vessel are on board. The department is at pres- 
ent enzaged in building engines for steam 
launches to be used on the new ships; also in 
overhauling certain parte ofthe machinery of 
the monitors Amphitrite and Terror. he 
especial trouble which the departmentis en- 
deavoring to eliminate isin the matter of heated 
tirervoms. At present the heated air is con- 
tined below decks above the men’s heads, the 
ventilation being extremely faulty. On sev- 
eral occasions the temperature in the tirerocom 
has reacbed 175° when the monitors have been 
under way, and in consequence the tiremen 
have come on deck in an exhansted condition. 

The indicators and other instruments for the 
steam trialof the Petrel have just been for- 
warded by this department to the Columbia 
Iron Works. 


All the boilers and the greater part of the ma- 
chinery for the Concord and Bennington have 
been shipped to Chester by the Quintard Iron 


Works. The work of erecting the boilers and 
machinery in the two cruisers is being steadily 
pushed, und, as Mr. Palmer remarked yester- 
day: “if the Concord aud Bennington are sot 
launched in July, it will not be long after.” 
The Quintards have succeeded in sub-ietting 
most of their work on the Maine’s machinery, 
ebem 
people have come in for apart of the w 
which embraces the shafting and steel boiler 
plates. The greater part of the Maine's ma- 
chinery will, however, be constructed at the 
works of the coutractors, including the bed 


plates. 

The West Point people who have had the con- 
tract for the shafting of the Concord and Ben- 
biagton appear to be a littie slow ta ite delivery. 
One com picte set of shafting bas been received, 
and all the cranks for the other set, but pieces 
of the shafting itself are lacking. 


The Atlanta has received her coat of white 
paint, and it needs an expert eye to distinguish 
her now from the Boston, since the two veaseis 
are sister ships. 

Tne Yorktown has received the remainder of 
her main battery, consisting of the two fere- 
castle guns. The pieces were placed in position 


yesterday, and they now await their shields. 
The delay in the mounting of these two guns 
was due to the non-arrival of their carriages, 
which were undergoing tests at the ordaance 
yard. It is not likely that the Yorktown will 
pecuees to test her battery until the work on 
or weathering pieces is fluished. 


Thero is great demand for duty on the Petrel, 
but the roster of her officers is now, it is under- 
stood, pretty well made out. It is said that her 


watch officers will be made upentirely of En- 
signs, Lieut. Commander Browneon having 
made such a request of the department. The 
memvers of the board ordered to the trial of 
the Petrel are all at theirhomesa. They will 
proceed to the vessel a8 soon as the contractors 
notify them that they ure ready for the test. 
The tinal ordera of the Navy Department for 
the trial have been issued. 


The shipping interests of New-York Harbor 
will soon be afforded ample opportunity to 
communicate with the officerin charge of the 


anchorage grounds, as the Treasury Depart- 
ment has decided on the establishment of a 
headquartors for the above ofticer at the Battery 
Barge Office. Copies of the rules and regulations 
pertaining to the anchorage grounds will be 
obtainable at that office, and all general infor- 
mation imparted on demand of masters and 
owners of vessels. The prospective change in 
some of the anchorage grounds of the harbor 
will, it is expected, increase the demand for in- 
formation, and in view of this contingeney the 
headquarters Will be established as soon as pos- 
sible. 


The recent dotailing of Capt. Abbey, United 
States Revenue Marine, from the command of 
the revenue cutter Gallatin to duty as Assist- 


ant Superintendent of the Life-Saving Service, 
has created @ vacancy 1D the abuve vessel, for 
which there is considerable competition.

CONTRACTS WHICH NEED WATCHING. 

The recent ‘exposure of crookedness in the 
granting of contracts by the Kings County 
Board of Supervisors induced Supervisor at 
Large Quintard to send a communication to the 
board yesterday urging the appointment of a 
Superintendent of Supplies. At present there 


is no inspector of supplies furnished by con- 
tractors, and Mr. Quintard wants this new olti- 
cer to du this work, but he says: 


“It may be objected that it is the duty of the va- 
rious committees to attend to the receipt anu ex- 
amination of supplies, but, as a matter of fact, we 
know very well that this is frequently inconvenient 
and often impossible, and that contractors, under 
the prevaiiing primitive and casy-going method 
have every advantage and opportuuity to palm o 
upon the county supplies in quantity and quality 
below that contracted for. In my judgment herein 
lies the secret whereby professional bidders, pot 
regularly engaged in any business, are enabled to 
underbid those who are, aad then turn around and 
buy the gouds for as delivery trom the very 
firms they unhderbid. It is ashame and disgrace 
that this is so, and if we can help to remedy it, even 
in a small degree, by the appointment of an official 
to watch and be responsibie for the proper execu- 
tion of all contracts in this line and in the delivery 
of supplies, We shall be performing a needed public 
duty and one for which taxpayers will thank us.”
